of how to make provision for a heating system that gives the proper requirements

Type R—purely radiant—in 9-inch panels to 
match Type RC, and in 6-inch panels for use where less heat is required: and 
Type RC (radiant-convector) 9-inches high. The panels used in the example 
illustrated are 6-inch Type R. All panels are in 2-ft and 1-ft lengths and are made 
of cast iron, which gives them considerable resistance to accidental damage. 
The operations of calculating heat requirements and designing the pipework are 
in principle no different from thosc for conventional radiator heating systems. 
Wherever the architect needs greater freedom of expression than conventional 
heating systems allow him, and at the same time has to pay due consideration to

This large greenhouse was constructed by 
Messrs. C. Zwetsloot & Sons with their 
Nursery labour. The structural framework 
is iron tubing with welded joints and 
conveys hot water from a stand pipe with 
flexible coupling. When the plants have 
finished flowering, the whole of the 
greenhouse is moved forward to ground 
previously planted. It is transported over 
pulley wheels fixed in line on dwarf 
concrete piers, the heat being uncoupled 
and re-connected to a stand pipe in the 
new position. 


When additional greenhouses called for a 
larger Boiler House with an elevator pit, 
this too was constructed with Nursery 
labour. The depth of the pit is 16’ 6” from 
ground level and, upon excavating, subsoil 
water was found at a depth of 7 ft. and 
water bearing sand at 13’ 6’.

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This large greenhouse was constructed by 
Messrs. C. Zwetsloot & Sons with their 
Nursery labour. The structural framework 
is iron tubing with welded joints and 
conveys hot water from a stand pipe with 
flexible coupling. When the plants have 
finished flowering, the whole of the 
greenhouse is moved forward to ground 
previously planted. It is transported over 
pulley wheels fixed in line on dwarf 
concrete piers, the heat being uncoupled 
and re-connected to a stand pipe in the 
new position.

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Architecture at Auction 


IT IS TIME we exploded the myth that it is possible to 
obtain a design of high standard for a site, and at the same 
time a high tender for its lease or purchase on a com- 
petitive basis. The clearance due to war damage, and 
the need to redevelop for traffic and civic purposes the 
centres of our towns, has brought an increasing amount 
of the land in the centre under the direct control of the 
local authorities. These have rightly taken the view that 
they were not themselves the best instrument for com- 
mercial development. At the same time they have wanted 
the new centres of their towns to be of high architectural 
quality, and they have been faced with the very big 
problem of paying for the street improvements and the 
re-arrangement of roads and public services which such 
redevelopment requires. 

The costs of these improvements are frequently very 
high and often out of proportion to the value of 
the development which subsequently ensues, due to the 
necessary compensation for disturbance, the reforming 
of roads and services, and to the fact that some at least 
of the buildings which had to be pulled down to make 
the redevelopment properly comprehensive still have con- 
siderable value. As trustees of public money, the local 
authorities have been anxious to obtain the maximum 
possible return for the sites which they are able to create. 


They have also felt that they should do everything in 
their power to encourage developers to produce imagina- 
tive schemes of good quality on such sites and have, there- 
fore, introduced a procedure of tendering for lease, 
requiring the tender to be accompanied by a design which 
will also be considered in deciding the successful tenderer. 

From the point of view of the developers, this require- 
ment has posed a very difficult problem, as all valuers 
have acquired the habit, particularly where new areas are 
being created, of relying solely on residual valuation as 
a method of calculating the value of the ground rent 
or purchase price. This simply means the cheaper the 
building the higher the rent or price.

a district auditor that the beauty of the elevation was 
worth £20,000 a year on a site which had already cost 
the council a very great deal of money to acquire. 

The guidance given by the council as to the form of 
building has often been vague, and many councils, outside 
London in particular, have hoped to get large and impres- 
sive buildings in the centre of their towns. This has led 
to offers being made for sites accompanied by impressive 
schemes which finally prove impossible to carry out, 
and an air of unreality has surrounded the whole system 
of offers because of this confusion between value of land 
and quality of building. 

The suggestion that there should be an architectural 
competition arranged by the local authority for buildings 
which the local authority itself is not going to build, so 
that architects compete in designing buildings for people 
who will not be their client, should be resisted most 
strongly, as it will result in a number of completely 
abortive schemes lying on the table for years, and what- 
ever the architectural merit of individual designs this 
could seriously react to the detriment of architecture as 
a whole. The design of buildings by architects for people 
who are not to be the building clients is a most undesir- 
able practice. 

At the same time local authorities must resist the 
temptation to carry out the whole of these developments 
themselves, as some will find, as others have found before 
them, that development does not necessarily bring profit. 
The conditions of the last few years, from which it would 
appear that any development must necessarily be success- 
ful, is not by any means a permanent condition, as any- 
one who remembers the value of Development Companies’ 
shares in the 1930’s could well substantiate. The failure 
of one or two major schemes might well cripple a local 
authority, and as a matter of public policy should be 
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resisted; speculation is not to be carried out with money 
raised by rates or taxes. 

There are two solutions open to local authorities: 

(a) To decide on the proper technical advice of their 
town planners and valuers: 

(i) the shape of the sites; 
(ii) the permitted user 
heights and densities; 
(iii) the general outline 
required; and 
(iv) the conditions of lease, 
and to obtain tenders for ground rents for such build- 
ings, without any sight of plans of the buildings at all. 
Having settled the financial terms of the transaction they 
would have the power to ensure that the building pro- 
vided was of an adequate standard from all points of 
view, both in their capacity as landlords, and in their 
capacity of planning authority. 

(b) To follow the pattern of the good estate managers 
of all the big estates and negotiate for each site on its own 
merits with one developer only at one time, and discuss 
with that developer, in detail, the merits of the building 
proposed to be built, both in quality of design and cost, 
and the consequent ground rent which would accrue to the 
local authority. Under such conditions they would have 
to rely on the negotiating skill of their own valuers, and 
it is this latter method which is the only certain way of 
obtaining buildings of high quality. 

Either of these methods will divorce the detailed design 
of the building from the value of the land and will leave 
the architect free to design the building his clients require 
within a clearly defined programme while also ensuring 
that local authorities receive the rent their site can com- 
mand without any confusion of the issues involved.

Prestressed Concrete Bridges ; The Students 


Give Tongue ; Building as a Career 


Prestressed Concrete Bridges 


THE LECTURE THEATRE at the Institution 
of Civil Engineers was packed to capacity 
on January 14 when a meeting was held 
on Prestressed Concrete Bridges. The 
audience, consisting mainly of civil 
engineers from many parts of the country, 
heard four authoritative talks on such 
bridges both in the British Isles and over- 
seas. The talks also included one on re- 
search into this comparatively new 
method of construction by the head of 
the Structures Department of the 
Research and Development Division of 
the Cement and Concrete Association. 


The interest shown in this series of 
talks is indicative of the growing interest 
and importance of this method of con- 
struction. The phenomenal increase in 
its use is undoubtedly due to its adapt- 
ability and simplicity; a greater firmness 
and elegance in design is made possible 
by its use and for long-term planning the 
method allows a permanent structure with 
a minimum of maintenance. So great 
has been the interest that the meeting is 
to be repeated today (Friday, January 22) 
in the Imstitution’s lecture theatre at 
Great George-street, SW1, at 10 a.m. 


The Press and the Bridges 


AT THIS MEETING the Press, lay as well as 
technical, got a rough handling from Mr. 
H. C. Adams, assistant chief engineer 
(bridges) in the Ministry of Transport. 
After referring to ‘ unwelcome Press and 
public interest’ Mr. Adams went on to 
remark that he failed to see how either 
of these sections of the community had 
the technical knowledge to comment on 
bridges being built in this country. State- 
ments in the daily and periodical Press 
throughout the world were unwelcome, 
Mr. Adams is reported as saying, and 
had done a disservice to British engineer- 
ing, as had, he inferred, the comments of 
the engineering firm which had caused 
the controversy. 
. * - 


IF MR. ADAMS is correctly reported, his 
point of view is a curious one. The Press 
has a right and a duty to comment on 
anything which it considers as being of 
public interest, and bridge design, more 
especially at a moment when many pro- 
jects are on the drawing-board, was never 
more important. Instead of taking up his 
present attitude, Mr. Adams we believe, 
would have done better to give some 


figures to substantiate the claims made 
that the mass-construction Chiswick fly- 
over was cheaper than any satisfactory 
alternative, and that any space under the 
carriageways that could have been saved 
by a reinforced concrete construction 
could have been put to no_ useful 
purpose. 

Mr. Adams is to speak at the ‘ repeat’ 
of the prestressed concrete bridges meet- 
ing. He will not actually open the 
meeting but should have full opportunity 
to be a little more constructive; we hope 
he will take it. 


The Students Give Tongue 


A REPORT compiled by a three-man team 
from the Welsh School of Architecture, 
based on a questionnaire completed by 
about twenty ‘recognised’ schools and 
presented at the British Architectural 
Students’ Association conference in 
Bristol, makes comment on conditions 
in some of the architectural schools which 
has the merit at least of being self- 
critical. Of premises the report says ‘ these 
frequently are very bad’; of the staffs 
‘these need a frequent overhaul, for they 
often perform functions for which they

are not qualified ’; of the heads of schools 
‘they are too often bogged down by 
routine administration’; and of them- 
selves, ‘students are in general apathetic 
and of a lower educational standard than 
is required of any comparable profession. 
They are often treated like children and 
just as often behave like them.’

THIS IS CANDID STUFF indeed, and it 
would be interesting to have the candid 
reply of the Board of Architectural Edu- 
cation. If the students are right, the 
questionnaire results point to a need that 
it will take all of the RIBA’s ‘ new-look’ 
educational policy to fill. Of particular 
moment is the criticism of the staffs 
whose architectural records, when indeed 
they have them, are sometimes woefully 
thin. The difficulty of finding competent 
practising architects prepared to give up 
some of their precious day-time to teach- 
ing is still great; nevertheless those 
schools which have gone farthest towards 
this goal are among the most successful 
in terms of turning out an end-product 
which is not ashamed of knowing that 
architecture is a practical science as well 
as an art. 


Building as a Career 


THE PRINCIPAL of the Brixton School of 
Building, Mr. D. A. G. Reid, is to repeat 
the highly successful meeting of head- 
masters of secondary schools and careers 
masters with representatives of his 
governing body and teaching staff, first 
organised last January. Since that time 
the Crowther Committee report has 
strongly recommended the value of close 
co-operation between technical colleges 
and secondary schools, and it may well 
be that consideration now becomes due 
of the relationship of building courses in 
technical colleges and courses in secon- 
dary schools; at any rate this subject 
is to be discussed at this year’s meet- 
ing on Monday next, January 25 
(Ferndale-road, SW4, 2.30 p.m.). 


Basic Design in Land Form 


CLAIMING that ‘ there can be the occasion 
every so often when a learned Institute 
benefits from the stimulus of unreality 
and devotes its imagination to basic 
design, liberated from the cords of our 
daily work,’ Mr. Brian Hackett, MA, 
FILA, ARIBA, AMTPI, in an address on 
the above subject which he gave to the 
Institute of Landscape Architects on 
recently, dwelt on the theme that 
‘the highest developments of form 
embody the final marriage of biology and 
geometry, and in this lies the mest satis- 
factory approach to land form design.’ It 
is impossible to do justice by extract or 
summary to a theoretical discourse of this 
kind and unfortunately we lack the space 
to give it in full. Presumably, it will be 
published in due course in the Institute’s 
proceedings, together with the many illus- 
trations by which it was accompanied, 
when it should provide a valuable stimu- 
lus to all students of landscape design. 


Encouraging Home Ownership 


WITH MORE MONEY than ever before being 
spent on luxuries of all kinds, the deci- 
sion of the Federation of Registered 
House-Builders to hold a National Homes 


Week is timely. If some ot the new 
money that passes so quickly through the 
hands of the public can be diverted to 
investment in something durable in the 
shape of more privately owned houses 
not only the building industry but the 
whole nation should benefit. 

In seeking to encourage more home 
ownership, the Federation is also trying 
to encourage a higher standard of design 
and to narrow the gap between the good 
and the bad house. The building socie- 
ties, it is hoped, will also be encouraged 
to lend money on houses of more 
advanced design, though how this is to 
be achieved is not quite clear. Local 
authorities, too, it is hoped, will also play 
their part by becoming a little more 
adventurous in approving plans for new 
development submitted to them. In addi- 
tion, during National Homes Week the 
Federation of Registered House-Builders 
is to organise a conference on *‘ The 
House Builder and the Urban Scene.’ 

While the general public may well be 
responsive to the appeals to be made to 
them, some more positive action to 
encourage better design seems to be 
called for from the building societies and 
the local authorities, and more might be 
achieved with them if the House-Builders’ 
Federation, or the NFBTE, were to 
initiate talks to this end with the Build- 
ing Societies’ Association and the local 
authorities’ associations. It also seems a 
pity that a more positive approach to 
raising standards, by greater insistence in 
the campaign on the value of buying only 
houses carrying the certificate of the 
National House Builders’ Registration 
Council, has not been adopted.

THE DEPARTMENT OF METALLURGY is 
the first building to be completed on 
the Keble Road Triangle site at 
Oxford, which has been planned, by 
the same architects, as a science area 
extension to Oxford University. 

The design of the metallurgy build- 
ing had to satisfy the existing site 
conditions and the requirements of 
the master plan for the whole develop- 
ment. The main considerations were: 
to place the first floor at the level of 
the future pedestrian concourse, to 
make provision for access at that level 
and plan internal circulation accord- 
ingly, and to design for future exten- 
sion on the north side. Service routes 
also had to be considered as a frag- 
ment of the general pattern. 

The building is four-storey, with 
ramp access to the heavy machine 
workshop at basement level, teaching 
laboratories and special rooms on 
intermediate floors, and _ research 
rooms and offices on the top floor. A 
lecture theatre seating 30 people is 
placed in a secluded position at the 
east end of the ground floor. At the 
opposite end a rectangular concrete 
tower encloses the staircase, lavatories, 
boiler room and main vertical ducts. 
The lecture theatre and _ staircase 
tower are treated as distinct elements 
in the overall design, to contrast with 
the simple lines of the main block.

sir,—In your leading article of Janu- 
ary l, in reviewing the HMSO publica- 
tion ‘A Study of Alternative Methods of 
House Construction’ you remarked that 
it will have been disheartening to some 
that prefabrication methods have not 
established themselves in the achievement 
of overall economy in this sphere of 
building activity. Disheartening indeed, 
but not surprising, at least to a quantity 
surveyor. 

In what we must now reverently look 
back upon as ‘the fifties’ I can hardly 
have been the only quantity surveyor (not 
being in the £m. job aristocracy) who has 
not had to remind his architect that not 
only in housing but in the construction of 
schools, churches and similar non-sky- 
scraper structures the answer to economic 
building is—‘ get back to the traditional.’ 
The newer techniques may be the answer 
to multi-storey construction, but there is 
no question about the economy of tradi- 
tional construction where ‘human’ 
dimensions are paramount. 

The prefabrication experts would have 
us believe that ‘every site its own fac- 
tory’ is not economic; it is good now to 
have it confirmed that our doubts about 
factory-made built-up components are 
well founded, and that there is room for 
individuality, even in the simple ‘ Type 
1 Traditional.’ A brick did not become 
nominally 9 in x 44 in x 3 in. because 
this was a magic formula, but because it 
fitted a man’s hand at this size and was 
of a weight conducive to the least fatigue 
in laying; moreover, it was a flexible 
unit. The same point applies to other 
traditional components, for example the 
timber sizes for floor joist and rafter 
work: again, although drain pipes can be 
obtained in 3 ft. lengths these are rarely 
used, since the 2 ft. are more ‘human’ 
for handling. 

Mechanical handling has undoubtedly 
reduced the labour cost in multi-storey 
structure, but as long as a sufficient num- 
ber of us continue to build ‘ man-sized’ 
dwellings and live our lives somewhere 
near ground level traditional units will be 
found satisfactory.

Building Hours 


sir,—Your eagerness on every possible 
(and impossible) occasion to slate and 
vilify the building workers and their 
unions leads you (your last issue) to 
display a complete disregard for the facts. 

It would be well if you tempered your 
antagonistic sentiments of the building 
workers by at least some attempt to get 
them supported by facts. I realise that 
truth is a prosaic affair and far less satis- 
fying journalistically than sensational rub- 
bish.

I will not argue with you on your final 
paragraph except to paraphrase a line of 
Goethe’s ‘ Against prejudice the very

*.*Sir Richard is strictly right in saying 
that there is nothing constitutionally to pre- 
vent a fresh claim being put in to the NJC 
before November. But it has been customary 
to submit claims at that time in each year 
for consideration at the January meeting fol- 
lowing, the aim being to secure stability in 
hours and wages for a 12-month period at 
least—essential in an industry which must 
tender for work in the future. The industry 
has understood that the question of hours 
(we say nothing of the 4d. wage claim still 
outstanding) had been settled in view of the 
concession of an overall 44-hour week to 
come into force in October next; that being 
so, Sir Richard’s statement printed in the 
new ‘ Builders Standard’ that ‘early in the 
New Year steps will be taken to press for 
the introduction of a shorter week’ and Mr. 
Harry Weaver's comment in the same article 
that ‘Once we get the wares question out 
of the way at the January [1960] meeting we 
will be looking for an immediate decision 
on the shorter hours’ can hardly be reckoned 
as conducive to stability. Of the general tone 
of Sir Richard's letter we have no comment 
other than to refer him to the leading article 
in our last issue where the operatives’ right 
to share in savings brought about by reduced 
building costs is acknowledged.—Editor.

the letter by Mr. W. H. Herbert, pub 
lished in ‘ The Builder’ of January 1, 
suggesting that local authority direct 
labour work is a complete fiddle. 

We can assure your correspondent that 
there are good direct labour organisa- 
tions together with good quantity sur- 
veyors working for local authorities, 
and it would have been better to have 
gone into this matter more deeply before 
putting forward any accusations. 

In the particular case quoted, it would 
appear that the quantity surveyor con- 
cerned is well and truly involved, and Mr. 
Herbert would be well advised to expose 
his professional friend fully, if only to 
protect public interest. 

All the direct labour organisations 
directed by members of this particular 
Institute are run efficiently, tender in 
open competition with private enterprise, 
and justify their existence with final 
accounts being agreed upon completion 
with professional quantity surveyors. 

Sorry, Mr. Herbert! As qualified 
building managers in charge of such 
departments and completely in the know, 
we must contradict your statement and 
request its immediate withdrawal. A 
little further inquiry would reveal that 
most managers of direct labour organisa- 
tions are competent and professionally 
qualified, the same as their counterparts 
in private industry.

WALTON GENERAL HOSPITAL is a 
small local hospital of 35 beds. 
It was built in the early part of 
the present century and, from 
time to time, alterations and 
extensions have been put in hand 
to bring it into line with current 
hospital practice. These have 
been paid for mainly by public 
subscription and, since the incep- 
tion of the health service, have 
been administered by the hospital 
committee, under the nominal 
authority of the SW _ Metro- 
politan Regional Hospital Board. 

The present alterations consist, 
in the main, of the removal of 
four small wards from the centre 
of the main block and their re- 
placement by a children’s ward 
for six beds and an isolation 
room, a men’s ward for eight beds, 
with room for an additional bed 
if required and a sluice room to 
serve both units. Several other 
additions and improvements of a 
minor nature were also made. 

The main architectura! interest 
is the way in which the main ward 
additions have been incorporated 
into the existing building. It was 
decided at the outset that the 
existing ridge line should be main- 
tained and the roof disturbed as 
little as possible. The removal of 
the front wall and most of the 
cross walls in the building area 
meant that some form of under- 
pinning beam was required, and 
this takes the form of a trussed 
purlin spanning the full length of 
the wards. The maximum span 
over the men’s ward is nearly 
40 ft., for which a built-up glued 
plywood truss was used, designed 
by J. A. Farrer-Halls, MA. As 
the wards face south-east, some 
form of sun baffle was required, 
and this was obtained by extend- 
ing the ceiling joists 5 ft. beyond 
the front wall to form a canopy. 
These two factors dictated the 
rather unconventional ceiling 
profile. Existing high - level 
dormer windows on the north 
side were retained. Ceilings are 
slotted plaster acoustic tiles and 
plaster board. Heating is by 
radiators below cill level. The 
contract price was £10,771 and 
the final cost was £10,897.

IN CONJUNCTION with its annual meeting and 
exhibition at the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
the Prestressed Concrete Development Group 
arranged a group of four talks on prestressed 
concrete bridges. The meeting was opened by 
MR. H. C. ADAMS, MC, MA, MICE, Assistant Chief 
Engineer (Bridges), Ministry of Transport. In 
his opening address he spoke of the work 
achieved since the war by the Ministry, and 
its output of over 400 prestressed concrete 
bridges in that period. Striking a controversial 
note he condemned the adverse criticism in 
the Press of recent Ministry bridge projects. 
Mr. Adams said that these criticisms would 
have wide repercussions throughout the world 
and undermine the respect and esteem in which 
British civil engineers were held. ‘It is not 
for the general public to judge what is correct 
in design and construction,’ he said, ‘ nor can 
a person with a knowledge in only a limited 
field say what should be done. The decisions 
must be left in the hands of those who know 
and understand the problems involved.’ 


Mr. Adams concluded by referring to the 
future and stressed the fact that the main 
requirement in bridge construction was one of 
permanency. He said that it was necessary to 
design and construct with a view to the com- 
plete absence of the need for future mainten- 
ance of the structure. 


MR. A. GOLDSTEIN, BSC, AMICE, AMISTRUCT.E, 
of R. Travers Morgan and Partners, who 
recently accompanied the Minister of Trans- 
port on his European tour, gave an illustrated 
talk on ‘ Prestressed Concrete Bridges in the 
British Isles.’ Although prestressed concrete 
was introduced into this country only twelve 
years ago, it has already been adapted to meet 
every sort of condition—mostly by British 
engineers. With photographs of many recent 
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bridge constructions and some still at planning 
stage, Mr. Goldstein showed that the system 
used resulted in graceful and permanent 
structures requiring very little maintenance 
apart from periodical resurfacing. 

A talk on ‘Prestressed Concrete Bridges 
Abroad,’ by MR. A. J. HARRIS, BSC, MICE, gave 
the opportunity of immediate comparison with 
the work of British engineers and proved that 
they are well to the forefront in both design 
and construction. Many of the bridges recently 
constructed overseas, notably in the Common- 
wealth countries, were designed and con- 
structed with British enterprise and equipment. 


Research on Bridges 


A talk on ‘ Research on Prestressed Concrete 
Bridges,’ by MR. R. E. ROWE, MA, AMICE, head 
of the Structures Department, Research and 
Development Division of the Cement and Con- 
crete Association, was designed to show what 
had been achieved from the introduction of 
Freyssinet’s original system, and also the 
ambitious programme of further development 
in this field. The increased versatility of pre- 
stressing as well as its simplicity, have been 
largely responsible for the increase in its use. 
A greater firmness and elegance in design is 
possible especially in situations where long 
spans are required. In cases where loads are 
exceptionally heavy, prestressing is both the 
obvious and most economical method. 

A final talk on ‘ Bridges on the Maidstone 
By-pass ’ was given jointly by MR. H. BOWDLER, 
MICE, AMISTRUCT.E, County Surveyor, Kent CC, 
MR. F. M. BOWEN, MICE, MISTRUCT.E, and MR. 
A. S. MCDERMOTT, MA, AMICE, of Scott & Wilson, 
Kirkpatrick & Partners. 


The meeting was so well attended that the 
demand for places far exceeded the number of 
seats available. In view of this it has been 
decided to hold a further meeting at the 
Institution on January 22 when the speakers 
will again talk on the same subjects. On this 
occasion, no tickets will be required. 


The Exhibition 


An exhibition of prestressed concrete and 
its recent developments also organised by the 
Prestressed Concrete Development Group and 
opened by Sir Herbert Manzoni on January 13, 
will be open at the Institution until January 22. 
It spotlights the part played by British 
engineers and designers in the development 
and world-wide availability of British equip- 
ment. 

The exhibits show the extent to which 
improvements have been made to existing 
methods of prestressing equipment and tech- 
niques. A significant feature is the extent to 
which entirely new methods have been initiated 
in this country. 

A great many organisations are now special- 
ising in this field and research groups are 
evolving further improvements on the basic 
idea. Pre-tensioning is part of the trend 
towards easier working conditions, a reduction 
of site work by an increase of factory-made 
components.

23, at which time the contractors 
were given freedom to adopt a 
structural scheme to suit their 
own resources, bearing in mind 
the early completion date. The 
contract was signed on May l, 
and possession of site given imme- 
diately. A penalty clause was pro- 
vided in the contract. Comple- 
tion had to be by early January, 
1960, for occupation by the 
middle of that month. 

The present stage of construc- 
tion will provide 160 double bed- 
rooms each with its own private

From The Builder of January 21, 1860 
STATE OF THE CHURCH VAULTS.—Examina-

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The Monico Site Inquiry 


Final Submissions of Evidence 


THE ONLY THING to do with the proposed 
Monico site development plan was to 
reject it, so that a scheme ‘ more worthy 
and more attractive’ could be produced, 
said MR. F. ELWYN JONES, QC, representing 
the Civic Trust, when the public inquiry 
into the scheme resumed on January 14. 
He was making his closing address. A 
report of the proceedings prior to the 
adjournment on January 11 was given in 
our last issue. 

The evidence against the development 
was quite overwhelming, he said. ‘ If the 
developers and the LCC thought at the 
beginning of this inquiry that the public 
concern with regard to the proposed 
development was phoney, and the feeling 
against it synthetic and inspired merely 
by some kind of professional envy, I hope 
you may think that the evidence given 
should have dispelled any such illusions 
and any such fears. 

‘What has in fact been expressed here 
is a spontaneous outburst of public feel- 
ing, articulated, it is true, by some of 
the country’s foremost architects, 
designers, planners, critics and one of the 
country’s most eminent surveyors.’ 

The inspector might consider recom- 
mending that the Minister might give 
thought, in the light of the Piccadilly 
Circus experience, to the desirability of 
making a special town planning scheme 
for sites of national interest and import- 
ance so that when a proposed develop- 
ment took place the public should have 
the opportunity of expressing their views. 

Mr. Elwyn Jones asked if it was not 
significant that not a single person from 
the architectural profession or the world 
of architectural criticism or planning had, 
save Sir Howard Robertson, come for- 
ward to defend the project-—apart from 
those who were directly involved in the 
evolution of the development. 

Mr. Elwyn Jones said the Minister 
might think it necessary to call on the 
LCC to prepare an official plan for 
Piccadilly Circus or a greater area and to 
see that all development took place in 
the ‘ framework and spirit ’ of that master 
plan. 

Mr. Colin D. Buchanan, Minister of 
Housing Inspector, conducted the inquiry, 
which was set up after criticism of a pro- 
jected 13-storey building on the site with 
a 156 ft. high advertising hoarding. 

The scheme has been put forward by 
the Legal and General Assurance Society 
Ltd., and City Centre Properties Ltd. 

MR. R. D. STEWART-BROWN, Qc, for the 
LCC, said the proposed building had 
many excellent features which had tended 
to get forgotten at the inquiry. The 
restaurant with open-air terrace was a 
most acceptable innovation, and _ the 
exhibition rooms were an _ additional 
amenity and of value to the public. 

It should provide excellent shops on 
a most important shopping site, an 
immense improvement on the shops in 
Piccadilly Circus now. The internal de- 
sign showed many ingenious features. 

It would be of great assistance to the 


LCC if the Minister would say whether, 
in general, he approved of a scheme on 
the lines of the LCC advisory scheme. His 
guidance on the whole question of 
advertising, pedestrian circulation and 
other matters would be welcomed by the 
LCC. 

The inquiry was 
January 18.

*‘ Exaggerated Views’ 


Statements that the Monico plan 
‘knocks the LCC plan sideways’ were 
‘wholly exaggerated and faintly hysteri- 
cal,’ SIR MILNER HOLLAND, Qc, told the 
Piccadilly Circus inquiry when it was 
resumed in London on January 18. 

Sir Milner, representing the developers, 
said in his closing address that critics of 
planning aspects of the proposal had 
fallen into two classes—those who said 
that it was inconsistent with the LCC 
advisory scheme for the area, and those 
who wanted to scrap the advisory scheme 
for something else, in most cases some- 
thing much more radical. 

The only way in which the proposal 
was inconsistent with the LCC scheme 
was that it made no provision for any 
upper level walkway. A good many 
general statements had been made to the 
effect that the Monico plan ‘ knocks the 
LCC plan sideways.’ He submitted that 
these were ‘wholly exaggerated and 
faintly hysterical views.’ 

The developers very much hoped that 


the Minister would not now change 
round completely on the advisory scheme. 
It was only right that developers should 
be able to assume that broadly the lay-out 
ot roads proposed in the Piccadilly Circus 
scheme and the plan for a Piccadilly 
Circus surrounded by high buildings had 
been and would be accepted. 

* We ask the Minister to hesitate a very 
long time before exercising his power to 
reject the proposal. It would be a very 
saddening and discouraging thing for 
these men who are willing to take com- 
mercial risks involved in redevelopment 
if such a thing happened in this case.’ 

Referring to publicity given to the 
proposals in February, Sir Milner asked 
‘Where was the great upsurge of public 
opinion, the great voluntary mounting of 
attack on this building, then?’ 

One had to ask why in October ‘all 
this furore’ had arisen. 

Piccadilly Circus was ‘a place where 
people congregate for slightly riotous 
celebrations.’ It was a pity to be pompous 
about it. 

‘Piccadilly Circus is not a place where 
the first objective is to be a memorial to 
geod taste. 

‘I am not suggesting that one should 
put a building of bad taste in Piccadilly 
Circus, but it is not Parliament-square, it 
is not a great civic square which is part 
of our historic heritage. There is not a 
building of exceptional significance in 
Piccadilly Circus at all, and never has 
been.’ 

The inquiry was closed and MR. COLIN 
D. BUCHANAN, who conducted the inquiry, 
said that he would visit Piccadilly Circus 
to inspect the site and the area next day. 


Town Planning Decision 


Erection of Garage and Formation of Access 
Held to be ‘Permitted Development’ 


THE MINISTER of Housing and Local 
Government has issued his decision on 
an appeal against the refusal of the 
Chertsey UDC to grant planning consent 
for the erection of a garage in the back 
garden of a house in New Haw-road, 
Addlestone. 

The appellant stated that he wished to 
erect the garage in his back garden and 
to gain access between it and New Haw- 
road via a 9 ft. wide public path along- 
side his house. None of the conditions 
relating to development within Class 1 (1) 
of the First Schedule to the Town and 
Country Planning General Development 
Crder, 1950, would be contravened. It 
was contended on behalf of the local 
planning authority that planning permis- 
sion was required for the proposed 
development. The access to be used was 
a public footpath and the change from 
pedestrian use to vehicular use involved 
a material widening of the means of 
access to New Haw-road. Although the 
appellant did not propose to construct a 
new access, a vehicular one would be 
constituted and this would amount to 
the formation of a new access. 

The Minister took the view that in 
considering this matter in relation to the 
Town and Country Planning General 


Development Order, 1950, he could not 
have regard to the status of the path 
beside the appellant’s house. In this con- 
nection he noted that the Council would 
consider using other powers to prevent 
the use of this path by vehicles. The 
path in question, being 9 ft. wide, was 
capable of taking a motor-car and in 
the Minister’s opinion the formation of an 
access in the side fence of 92a New Haw- 
road from the proposed garage to this side 
path would not involve the formation, 
laying out or material widening of a 
means of access to a classified road. He 
considered, therefore, that the erection 
of the garage and formation of an access 
as proposed would be development within 
Class 1 (1) of the First Schedule to the 
Town and Country Planning General 
Development Order, 1950, permitted 
under Article three of that Order. In 
these circumstances he proposed to take 
no further action on the appeal. 


High Buildings

who will illustrate his remarks by slides. 
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Design Problems of Space Travel 
A Paper at the Royal Institute of British Architects 


A PAPER on ‘ Design Problems of Space 
Travel’ was given at the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, 66 Portland-place, 
WI, on January 5 by Dr. T. Margerison, 
from which we give the following 
extracts. The President, Mr. Basil 
Spence, OBE. TD, ARA, ARSA, was in 
the chair. DR. MARGERISON said: 

I think, in my innocent way, that archi- 
tects must be concerned with environ- 
ment. In fact, their contribution to 
civilisation has been to make it possible, 
by enabling us to control our environ- 
ment in this country, to keep out the 
rain and the wet and to provide working 
conditions in which life can continue. But 
one of the difficulties that you all face is 
that because the environment does not 
change, or changes only very slowly, you 
tend to take it for granted. One tends 
to forget that the main purpose of a build- 
ing is to provide a neat, little environment 
in which it is pleasant to work and to 
live. 

I have been most interested to see that 
as we spread farther afield from the tem- 
perate regions, from the home of archi- 
tecture, both into the tropics and, more 
recently, into the cold lands of the North 

-into the North of Canada and, possibly, 
even to the North Pole and to the 
Antarctic—we need to think again about 
environment. As a result of this, some 
very exciting architectural possibilities 
have emerged. There is, for instance, 
the possibility of building those domed 
towns in the Far North, where what is 
provided is not only an environment in 
which to work and play, but also a com- 
pletely controlled environment in which 
all the normal functions of recreation, and 
so on, can take place. 

Tonight, therefore, I want to turn your 
eyes a little bit farther to the areas out- 
side our present ken, or fairly well out- 
side it, to the regions of space which 
during the last two or three years we have 
seen explored by satellites, by rockets and 
by a few dogs and other living things 
which have been shot up there for short 
times. I want you to think of the sort of 
problem with which an architect would 
be faced if he were required to build a 
structure of some kind in space, or on 
the surface of the moon or anywhere else. 
I find this a fascinating and amusing 
thing to think about. 


Hazards to be Faced 


First, let us talk about the sort of 
environment that exists in those regions. 
The first thing is that as we go upwards, 
the atmosphere becomes thinner; and as 
it becomes thinner, so we ‘notice several 
terrible effects. First, it becomes lacking 
in oxygen. In fact, those of you who 
have flown in non-pressurised aeroplanes 
may have noticed that when travelling at 
a height of about 8,000-10,000 ft., one 
can begin to feel the effects of lack of 
oxygen. As you go higher still, the effects 
produce unconsciousness. 


The next point is that not only does 


the oxygen become scarce in the 
atmosphere as we go upwards, but the 
pressure of the atmosphere decreases. 
This has another very serious effect. It 
means that if you go to heights above 
about 70,000 ft., your blood or any other 
liquid—for example, the water in your 
lungs—begins to boil. So that you have 
not only to provide oxygen, but you have 
also to provide a space suit or a cabin 
in which a pressure of gas can be main- 
tained in order to stop the poor man 
boiling away. 

The third thing is that one is faced 
with problems of temperature rise. While 
there is an atmosphere, there is a sort of 
smoothing out of temperature. The air 
takes up the temperature produced by 
the sun beating down on it. But when 
you go up to very high altitudes or to the 
fringes of space, there is so little air there 
that it cannot carry away any heat at all. 
The result is that when you are in the 
direct sunlight, your temperature on the 
surface would rise very quickly. On the 
other hand, the moment that you went 
into shadow, your temperature would fall 
equally quickly. 


Temperature Control 


With anything you care to build or do 
out in space. you are faced with this 
terrible problem of getting the tempera- 
ture right. In practice, this problem has 
already been solved, because the people 
who have designed satellites have wanted 
to keep the temperature of the instru- 
ments contained in the satellites at a 
reasonably uniform level, round about 
ordinary room temperature. They find 
that by coating the outside of the satel- 
lite with a very elaborate mixture of 
layers of different materials, they can 
match the temperature so that it absorbs 
just enough light from the sun and loses 
just enough, and the temperature is 
uniform. 

The question of keeping the tempera- 
ture right is fairly obvious, but there are 
other things too. One that people might 
not think of is_ illumination. The 
atmosphere not only acts as something 
which keeps the temperature uniform. It 
also helps us by providing a nice, diffuse 
kind of illumination which does not make 
the eye have to see too wide a variation 
in intensity of illumination. The people 
who go up into space will find that the 
sky is black and that the sun comes out 
of this with great intensity very strongly 
indeed. 


Danger from Meteorites 


Another major hazard is 
meteorites or shooting stars. Most of 
them are fairly small. The biggest ones 
that anybody is at all likely to come across 
are about the size of a pea. 

We can work out how thick a layer of 
aluminium or some other metal—alu- 
minium is a good one—is required in 
order to prevent one of these meteorites 
of any given size from penetrating and 


that of 


how much armour is needed for protec- 
tion. This can be done quite easily for 
a pea-sized meteorite, which weighs about 
14 grams. In that case, 11 cm. of alu- 
minium is needed. But the chance of this 
happening in any one day is extremely 
small. In fact, it is just over 100 million 
to one against it happening. 

If you go to smaller sizes of things, to 
meteorites weighing a millionth of a gram 
or thereabouts, the chances become much 
higher. Even these tiny things, weighing 
a millionth of a gram, will penetrate 
-1 cm., or 1 mm., of aluminium sheet. 

You must, therefore, do something 
about it. You have to decide how big a 
risk you can take, and having decided 
that, you fix the thickness of the alu- 
minium sheet that will protect you. 

That is one form of damage that you 
will get from meteorites, but there is 
another form that is less obvious. I have 
told you of the elaborate precautions to 
be taken to get the surface of the space 
vehicle or space station coated in such 
a way that it keeps its temperature just 
right. There are very large numbers of 
extremely small meteorites which have 
a general eroding effect on the surface, 
just like driving a car through a sand- 
storm. If you run into a cloud of these 
things, you will wear away or erode some 
of the carefully prepared surface. There 
is, therefore, the risk that you will erode 
the surface, and as soon as you have done 
that, the occupants of your space vehicle 
will begin to fry. 

After going into the problems of 
weightlessness in space and the supply of 
oxygen and food in a space vehicle, the 
speaker continued: I have talked a lot of 
theory. I thought you might like to see 
some of the ideas which have been put 
forward for actual structures in space. 
Most of them, I think, are ‘ screwy,’ but 
there are certain points that must be 
borne in mind which are very interesting 
from an architect’s point of view. One 
of them is that weightlessness may be a 
bit awkward and embarrassing for the 
man, but from the viewpoint of the archi- 
tect it is really a splendid thing because 
he does not need to worry at all about 
the deadweight of his structures. In con- 
sequence, although it is very costly to get 
heavy materials out into space, this is 
not as big a disadvantage as it seems, 
because it is possible to use a lightness of 
construction which cannot be matched 
anywhere else. 

The speaker then showed a number of 
slides of various projects, some extremely 
fanciful, for space stations. 

Perhaps one day, Dr. Margerison con- 
cluded, as space techniques advance, we 
may be technically able to build a space 
station. Who knows whether we shall 
want to or not? We might be able one 
day technically to build a little research 
station on the moon.

Margerison is right in saying that the 
1960s will show some staggering progress 
in this adventure into space, first by 
instruments and then, eventually, by man. 
Clearly, those of us who are designers of 
one thing or another will be watching this 
progress with great interest. 


MR. H. T. CADBURY-BROWN: Is the space 
friction the same on the return as on the 
outward journey, so that there would be 
a repetition of the problem of heat for 
the human body? 


MR. JOHN E. ALLEN: It is fair to say that 
when leaving the earth by rocket, the 
aerodynamic heating is of very small con 
sequence; because as you go faster, so 
you go higher, and as you go higher, so 
the air density becomes small. On return- 
ing, however, you have a tremendous 
kinetic energy which you then throw at 
the atmosphere, and the dominating de- 
sign problem is to avoid this heating. 


MR. REYNER BANHAM: Can we be told 
something about minimum conditions for 
human life? 


DR. MARGERISON: The conditions of 
pressure and temperature are fairly well 
known. They cannot be far different 
from those existing on the surface of the 
earth. We know from our present en- 
vironment the sort of temperatures in 
which man can work. 


The facts concerning gravity are not 
fully known. Some of the design studies 
have been for an artificial gravity of the 
order of one-fifth of the gravity we ex 
perience on earth. 


MR. REYNER BANHAM: How fast would 
a large space station need to be spun to 
produce that much gravity? 


MR. ALLEN: A very big space station 
say, 200 ft. in diameter—-would need only 
five revolutions per minute to provide 
gravity. Presumably, therefore, only 
about 1 rpm would be needed to give 
one-fifth of gravity. 


MR. A. C. ADCOCK: Is it necessary to 
have such enormous accelerations in 
order to leave the earth? Instead of, 
say, 7 G, is it not possible to leave the 
earth at 2 G or 3 G, merely taking longer 
to do it? 

DR. MARGERISON: No, it is not possible. 
A certain escape velocity has to be 
achieved. 


MR. ALLEN: That is correct. The point 
is that you get off the earth by balancing 
your weight against the rocket thrust, 
and you achieve this rocket thrust by 
burning chemical fuel. Theoretically, we 
get the best efficiency by converting that 
chemical energy to momentum infinitely 
quickly. This is the theoretical optimum.

The other way of getting into speed 
is by means of a high-speed aeroplane. 
One envisages the aeroplane going up 
just beyond the fringe of space, launching 
the space vehicle and returning to earth 
again. 


DR. MARGERISON: It is a _ pick-a-back 
device, with the rocket carried by a large 
aircraft. This overcomes the problem by 
getting lift from the atmosphere. 


Limits of Cost for School Buildings 


Addendum to Recent Ministry Circular 


THE MINISTRY OF EDUCATION has issued 
Addendum No. 1 to Circular 4/59 which 
goes into details of the calculation of 
limits of cost for school building projects. 
The text of the Addendum (HMSO, price 
4d.) is as follows: 

i. The arrangements for calculating 
limits of costs of new schools announced 
in Circular 4/59, like those they super- 
sede, make no special allowance for cases 
in which a high percentage of the pupils 
is expected to take the school meal. Ex- 
perience has shown that, where kitchens, 
dining accommodation and associated 
stores have to be provided to enable 80 
per cent or more of the pupils of a secon 
dary school to stay for meals, it is often 
difficult to build the school within cost 
limits except at the expense of other 
facilities which the school requires. 
Accordingly, the Minister has decided to 
introduce the following variation in the 
arrangements for calculating the limit of 
cost of new secondary schools included 
in the 1960-61 and subsequent building 
programmes. He is satisfied that it is 
unnecessary to introduce similar arrange- 
ments for primary schools but the new 
arrangements will also apply to all-age 
day special schools for educationally sub- 
normal children of both sexes (see para- 
graphs 13 and 14 of Circular 4/59). 

2. Where the Minister accepts that 
meals provision should be made in a new 
school for 80 per cent or more of the 
number of pupils for which it is to be 
designed, the number of cost places will 
first be calculated as explained in para- 
graphs 5 and 6 of Circular 4/59 without 
deductions for pupils expected to leave at 
the age of 15. A percentage addition to 
this number of cost places should then 
be added in accordance with the follow- 
ing scale:

The result should be rounded up or down 
to the nearest cost place a fraction of a 
half exactly being disregarded. Any de 
ductions which may be appropriate in 
respect of pupils who are expected to 
leave at 15 should be made subsequently. 
For instalments of new secondary schools 
dealt with in paragraphs 10 and 11 of the 
Circular, the estimates and calculations 
should be in respect of children accom- 
modated in the first instalment, and in- 
stalment allowances in accordance with 
Table C of Appendix A to the Circular 
should be calculated on the basis of the 
net cost of the instalment adjusted, 
where appropriate, for a high percentage 
of pupils expected to take school meals. 


3. The following examples deal with 
the same sizes of schools as the examples 
in paragraphs 6 and 7 of the Circular: 


(1) A secondary school for an entry of 
120 pupils a year at 11 plus with 120 pupils 
in the sixth form, i.e. 720 pupils in all and 
a normal allowance of 830 cost places. 

600 pupils are expected to stay for school 
meals which is 80-89 per cent of the pupils. 


Thus a 2 per cent addition to 830 cost 
places will be appropriate, i.e. 16.6 cost 
places rounded up to 17. Thus 847 cost 
places will be allowed for the project. 

(2) A secondary school for an entry of 
120 pupils a year at 11 plus of which half 
are expected to stay until the age of 16 
and half to leave a year earlier; no sixth 
form. 

For 600 pupils on a five-year course there 
is a normal allowance of 680 cost places. 

When 600 pupils attend the school, 550 
are expected to stay for school meals 
which is 90 per cent or more of all the 
pupils. 

Thus a 3 per cent addition to 680 cost 
places will be appropriate, i‘e. 20.4 cost 
places rounded down to 20. Thus 700 
cost places will be allowed for the eventual 
size of school and this will be reduced, 
as shown in paragraph 7 of Circular 4/59, 
by 45 cost places to allow for pupils aged 
15 not accommodated in the first phase, 
making 655 cost places for the immediate 
project. 

4. The Minister asks all Authorities to 
make their estimates of numbers expected 
to stay for the school meal with the 
greatest care and not to estimate a per- 
centable of 80 or more unless they have 
good grounds for expecting such a de- 
mand to arise. Where the meals capacity 
of the kitchen for a secondary school 
project in the 1960-61 or 1961-62 pro 
gramme has already veen agreed with the 
Ministry, the percentage expected to stay 
for meals will be calculated on the basis 
of this figure. Any allowance which 
may be admissible in acco.dance with 
paragraph 2 above may be added by the 
Authority without further reference; a 
note of any addition made should be 
added to Forms SB22 or SB16 when 
submitted. Where the meals capacity of a 
kitchen has not yet been agreed with the 
Ministry, any allowance admissible will 
be notified to the Authority when meals 
capacity is agreed. The Minister must, 
of course, reserve the right to question 
estimates of numbers of pupils expected 
to stay for meals and, if necessary, to 
propose a lower one.

New Hospitals in Northern Ireland 
Spending at the Rate of £15m. a Year 


THE NORTHERN IRELAND HOSPITALS 
AUTHORITY has so far spent £14m. of the 
£37m. which has been allocated to the 
construction of hospitals. The authority, 
representing a population of a little over 
14m. people, is spending at the rate of 
£15m. a year, and has a payroll of about 
13,000 medical officers and administra- 
tive staff. 

On February | the new general hos- 
pital at Altnagelvin, near Londonderry, 
which is the first to be built anywhere in 
Britain since before the war, will open 
to take its first patients. The adminis- 
trative staff of this unconventional hos- 
pital building (it is a minor skyscraper, 
eleven storeys high) are already working 
in their offices and the laboratory staff 
aie supervising the installation of the last 
of their equipment. 


Costing £2,600,000 


The new Altnagelvin Hospital is cosi 
ing the authority £2,600,000. There are 
just under 400 beds, placed in small wards 
of four to six patients each. The decor 
is bright, the windows large; there is two- 
way radio communication between the 
patient’s bed and the nurse's office; heat- 
ing is from the ceiling and food comes 
from a separate £20,000 kitchen block by 
way of an electrically-operated tunnel 
railway. The nurses will enjoy the com- 
fort of a separate hostel in the hospital 
grounds, complete with an assembly hall 
and theatre stage. There is a laundry 
unit which is already in full operation, 
and which can handle twelve tons of 
washing a week. 

The hospital, which has caught the 
public imagination in Northern Ireland, 
is one of 450 projects included in the 
£37m. building programme of the hospi- 
tals authority. 

Last August a party of hospitals archi 
tects from the Ministry of Health in Lon- 
don, and from various Regional Hospital 
Boards in England, Scotland and Wales, 
paid a ‘hustling’ visit to Northern Ire- 
land to see for themselves what is being 
done. 

Some of the projects include a new 
mental hospital at Londonderry, and a 


hospital for mentally defective patients 
at Muckamore, in Co. Antrim. not far 
from Belfast. In this new institution, 
35C€ patients are already being cared for 
in the completed section. 

There is also the new Ulster Hospital at 
Dundonald, on the eastern fringe of Bel- 
fast, which will offer 500 beds for female 
and child patients when it is completed 
next year. Sited amid green fields, this 
new building replaces the old Ulster Hos- 
pital which, until the spring of 1941, 
stood in the heart of Belfast's densely- 
populated industrial district. 

A fifth new hospital is under construc- 
tion at Enniskillen on Ulster’s western 
fringe. 


City Hospital Transformation 


One of the biggest transformations in 
Belfast is already under way at the City 
Hospital with its 1.200 beds. Formerly 
the municipal home for the poor, a grim 
Victorian monument of mock-Gothic 
stone, the City Hospital is the subject of 
a £3 m. improvement programme. Interior 
walls have been levelled, floors remade 
ana paint stripped; dark cavernous apart- 
ments have become modern, brightly- 
painted wards with plate-glass divisions 
and television sets for the patients. In 
the grounds nearby stands a new block 
which provides 80 beds for elderly men 
and women in need of geriatric treatment. 
Physiotherapy and occupational therapy 
centres are included. 

A further £3m. is being spent on the 
Royal Victoria Hospital site in Belfast, 
which is the principal training ground for 
Northern Ireland’s great medical school 
administered by the Queen’s University. 
Plans are on foot for new operating 
theatres, for new out-patient facilities and 
for extensions to the Children’s Hospital, 
and to the large nurses’ home in this 
group. The building of a dental hospital 
is envisaged; so is the provision of new 
eye, ear, nose and throat accommodation. 

The Hospitals Authority is looking for- 
ward to the time when a really compre- 
hensive hospital service can be planned, 
providing for both the mentally and the 
physically ill. 


Canadian Building 


New Edition of National Code in Production 


DURING 1960, a new (third) edition of the 
Canadian National Building Code will be 
published. As with the previous editions, 
the 1960 Code will be published by the 
National Research Council, through its 
Associate Committee on the National 
Research Council. It will continue to be 
an advisory document as published, but 
framed in such a form that it can he 
adopted (or enacted) as a local building 
regulation by passage of the requisite 
municipal by-law. The Code will be 
published in a new and more convenient 
size (6 in. x 9in.). It will again be issued 


in its complete form and also in its 
‘Shorter Form’ for the snvecial use of 
smaller municipalities. The greatest 
change from the 1953 edition will be the 
inclusion of a new Part 9 setting out 
minimum requirements for residential 
construction. This part will then 
supersede the existing NRC ‘ Housing 
Standards,’ and will be used by Central 
Mortgage & Housing Corporation as its 
regulation for residences constructed 
under the National Housing Act. Volun- 
tary committees are now at work pre 
paring this new edition.

Federation of British Industries’ Letter to Chancellor 


THE PRESIDENT of the Federation of 
British Industries, Mr. W. H. McFadzean, 
has sent a letter to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in reply to a point made by Mr. 
Amory at a meeting on December 7, when 
he told the FBI of his concern to avoid a 
renewal of inflation by a return of the 
wage/price spiral. The FBI, says the 
letter, has now given ‘speedy and care- 
ful’ study to the Chancellor’s request to 
industry to reduce prices, or prevent them 
rising, wherever possible. The letter con- 
tinues: 

‘We are aware of the great benefits 
which the price stability of the past 
eighteen months has brought to the 
country, and we agree with you that every 
practical step should be taken to ensure 
that these benefits continue. To put into 
perspective the part that manufacturing 
industry can hope to play, we draw atten- 
tion to the following points: 

*(1) We believe that it should be fully 
recognised that all sections of industry 
and commerce—nationalised industries, 
private manufacturing industry, distribu- 
tors and trade unions—have, together 
with the Government, a responsibility for, 
and should each make an effective contri- 
bution towards, stability of prices. The 
principle should be accepted by all con- 
cerned that the fruits of higher produc- 
tivity can be shared when they are 
achieved and not before. Some long-term 
thinking is clearly necessary on the prin- 
ciples which should be applied to the 
process of sharing. All have a share of 


responsibility to see that costs are con- 
tained; that prices bear a reasonable rela- 
tionship thereto; and that wage bargain- 
ing does not result in increased costs, 
whether by a rise in wage-rates or a fall 
in standard hours of work, to an extent 
which would outpace national produc- 
tivity and thus once again cause inflation. 

*(2) Manufactured goods account for a 
part only of the index of retail prices. 

‘(3) Manufacturers’ costs are not 
wholly within their own control, and the 
proportion that they can control varies 
greatly between different companies. 

‘(4) Whatever views may be held as to 
the relative proportions of outside and 
retained capital which should be invested 
in an expanding business, part of the 
proceeds of the sales of products must be 
reserved for research and development of 
techniques and markets at home and 
abroad. Indeed unless some part of the 
margin between costs and selling prices is 
ploughed back in a company, improve- 
ment of its business and growth of the 
country’s prosperity will be retarded. 

‘There can be no question of freezing 
wages, prices or profits whether by 
statute or by voluntary agreement, and 
we appreciate that you have not suggested 
this. Each company must determine its 
prices according to its circumstances... . 
Competition, whether in price, quality or 
service, is in most casgs the greatest single 
factor which compani@s have to take into 
account; and it will become even more 
intense as discrimination against dollar 


Four Ways to Cheaper Building 


National President on ‘Genuine Price Reductions’ 


MR. T. V. PROSSER, National President, 
speaking at the annual general meeting of 
the Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers at Cambridge, on January 13, 
said that the value of new construction 
orders placed last year was likely to show 
a substantial increase over 1958, and the 
new index recently introduced by the 
NFBTE confirmed that the volume of 
work at present under construction was 
also appreciably higher than it was last 
year. 

‘In this atmosphere of buoyant antici- 
pation, however,’ Mr. Prosser continued, 
‘it is my duty to strike a note of caution. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
made it abundantly clear that rising out- 
put together with near-stable prices are 
essential if the economy is to expand 
without inflation. 

‘In seeking ways of responding to the 
Chancellor’s appeal I am not going to 
advocate the cutting back of prices just 
for the sake of it. We in the building 
industry have been passing through a 
period of cut-throat competition and now 
there is an urgent need for a restoration 
ot sanity in bidding for new work. Never- 
theless, genuine price reductions can be 
achieved in four ways. They are: 


‘1. An immense improvement in the 


full design and planning of our buildings 

full documentation before work starts 
on the site—a policy to which more 
lip-service is paid, alas, than to which 
effective implementation is given. I 
advise all builders, if they haven't got all 
they require in the way of drawings and 
other information, to refuse to start the 
job until they have. The Federation will 
fully support their action. 


‘2. A steadily increasing volume of 
materials. We look to the manufacturers 
to develop their output, by extending 
capacity if need be, and by improving 
their methods, so that the irksome and 
costly delays experienced during 1959 do 
not recur. 


* 3. By taking full advantage of manage- 
ment and work study courses to bring 
ourselves and our staffs to a high pitch 
of efficiency. 


‘4. By making more land available for 
building. The annual allowance is quite 
inadequate for the demand made on us. 
More land should be allocated for resi- 
dential development and land held by 
local authorities for which only illusory, 
if any, plans exist should be released to 
private enterprise so that we can get on 
with the job.’

‘Direct Labour an Expensive Luxury’ 


Warning at Liverpool Federation's Annual Meeting 


EVEN LEADERS of the Labour Party them- 
selves had warned that direct labour 
could be an expensive luxury, said MR. 
R. E. COSTAIN, in his presidential report to 
the annual meeting of the Liverpool 
Regional Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, held in Liverpool on January 
18. The electorate had given a decisive 
vote against any extension of nationalisa- 
tion (of which direct labour was only 
another form), but some local authori- 
ties were slow to heed the warning, he 
remarked. Wallasey Corporation, for 
example, had recently decided to embark 
on a direct labour scheme for building 
23 houses ‘ under the gravely false impres- 
sion that by cutting out builders’ over- 
heads and profit they could do the work 
at less cost than the tenders received 
from experienced contractors.’ 

Referring to the Liverpool Corporation 
housing committee’s request for a full 
report on the existing direct labour 
organisation in the city, Mr. Costain said 
ratepayers were entitled to know whether 
the Corporation’s direct labour depart- 
ment was the ‘ expensive luxury’ which 
many believed it to be and he hoped that 
when the report was presented it would 
show the full cost of work carried out 
by the department in such a form that it 
could properly be compared with the cost 
of similar work executed under contract. 

The Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government had recently issued a direc- 
tive that not less than every third con- 
tract should be put out to tender. with 
the direct labour organisation submitting 
its estimate in competition with contrac- 
tors and it should only get the job if its 
figure was the lowest submitted. If it 


failed to secure a contract in this way it 
should not be awarded any further con- 
tract until it had been successful in com- 
petition. Other points from the report 
were: 

‘Gold’ Land.—The undeveloped land 
between green belts and towns (known 
officially as white land) had been aptly 
dubbed ‘ gold land,’ said Mr. Costain; for 
such was the price that had to be paid for 
it; and unless the authorities released 
more land for development earlier than 
was previously contemplated the present 
fabulous prices being asked for building 
land would become even more fantastic 
and would place home-ownership beyond 
the reach of any but the more well-to-do. 

Alarm over drop in apprentice intake.— 
Quoting figures showing that the intake 
of fresh apprentices had declined each 
year since 1954, Mr. Costain said the 
present situation could not be regarded 
with anything but great alarm. Repeated 
appeals had been made to employers to 
take on more apprentices and unless 
urgent steps were taken to remedy the 
position the industry would be faced with 
a far greater shortage of craftsmen than 
any which had been experienced in the 
post-war years. 

General Review.—Mr. Costain had 
begun his presidential report with a 
general review, and said the industry had 
been remarkably quick to get back fully 
into its stride again after the set-back 
caused by the credit squeeze. It was not 
surprising that there had been some tem- 
porary shortages of materials because 
some brickworks had been forced to close 
down during the ‘ credit squeeze’ while 
others had had to reduce their produc-

‘In East 
Anglia,’ said Mr. Wiggins, ‘we tend to 
show a little more independence than 
others and this independence we shall 
strive to preserve. We feel we know best 
the problems of our own members and 
how to meet them. In so doing we have 
developed our own characteristics and 
this has tended to give colour and vitality 
to our organisation which we would not 
willingly lose.’ 


tion with the result that—when the build 
ing programme was expanded again—it 
took some time to replenish the pipe lines. 
Unfortunately, one of the lasting effects 
of the cutting back of capital investment 
in building was that displaced operatives 
were apt to leave the industry permanent- 
ly for other occupations less susceptible to 
violent fluctuations in industrial activity, 
anu employers now found themselves 
without sufficient craftsmen to carry out 
the work in hand. 

No justification for wage increase. 
The cost-of-living index had remained 
steady during the year and operatives 
were not entitled to any increase under 
the industry’s sliding scale agreement but 
they had made a claim for 4d. an hour 
increase and a third week of paid holi- 
days. There was also a movement in 
industry generally towards reducing work- 
ing hours; all of which tended to increase 
the rate of wages per hour. Increases 
in wages which were not matched by in- 
creased productivity would spell a return 
of the dangerous inflationary spiral from 
which we had only recently escaped. Pro- 
vided, however, wages and prices of 
materials could be kept on a steady keel 
and provided the builders on their part 
made a further determined effort to 
reduce building costs, the industry could 
look forward with confidence to the year 
ahead.

An LMBA Pamphlet 


From a Special Correspondent 


THE EXCELLENT PAMPHLET of ‘ Questions 
and Answers on the service of the LMBA 
Board of Administration ’ shows how well 
suited these schemes are to meet the 
needs of medium and larger firms in a 
city such as London, with its extensive 
technical college facilities. The schemes 
appear to run parallel with both student- 
ship and craft apprenticeship schemes in 
other parts of the country, but have been 
elaborated and differ in several respects. 
For example, no representative from the 
board signs the deed but, right from the 
start, the firm in question must insert the 
name of the person responsible for train- 
ing the entrant. This fixing of responsi- 
bility is an excellent idea which might 
well be copied in other schemes. 

Second, the LMBA takes note that 
trainees are drawn from a wide field, 
covering the school leaver of average 
ability, with the minimum number of 
GCE ‘QO’ level passes, up to the young 
man of more mature years with more 
advanced education and attainments. 
With this in mind, both students and 
articled pupils are catered for on differing 
levels, and whilst this distinction is un- 
usual in other schemes, presumably the 
LMBA finds it beneficial. 

The pamphlet states, quite rightly, that 
many boys seek positions several months 
before hearing the result of the GCE and 


‘should the trainee fail to obtain the 
necessary passes, the engagement will ter- 
minate.’ Would it not be better to allow 
some latitude for the trainee to take such 
subjects again externally ? Many young 
people fail some subjects, particularly 
maths and science at the first attempt. 
One particularly commendable feature of 
the schemes is the endeavour to link up 
suitable recruits with approved em- 
ployers, as too frequently one finds in 
industry that they do not coincide. 

The scope of the training is wide, per- 
haps some might consider too wide, as in 
addition to being set out in very general 
terms, no indication is given of the time 
which might be spent on each branch of 
the work. One cannot help feeling that 
the suggested minimum scale for inden- 
tured students is on the low side and does 
not compare too favourably with the 
terms of vacancies in other major indus- 
tries in the Metropolis. However, as the 
success of schemes of this nature may 
only be judged by results, and as entrants 
to the scheme have trebled over the last 
two years, it does appear that the low 
scale has not prevented the LMBA obtain- 
ing a gratifying and presumably sufficient 
number of recruits, attracted no doubt 
more by the excellent training planned 
for them, than immediate reward.

Call for More New Houses 
‘Present Rate of Building Inadequate’ 


MR. T. V. PROSSER, National President, 
speaking at the annual general meeting 
of the Liverpool Regional Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, at Liverpool, 
on January 18, said: *‘ There has been a 
considerable spurt in house-building and 
it is satisfying to record that the percent- 
age of houses built, and under construc- 
tion, by private enterprise house-builders 
continues to outstrip the numbers built 
by local authorities. We have now passed 
the half way mark, and our industry 
handled in the private sector 54 per cent 
of the total for 1959. 

* More houses are of course required to 


meet the needs of our increasing popula- 
tion, to relieve overcrowding and to 
replace slums and obsolescent dwellings. 
This, together with the policy of con 
tinuing improvement in the standards of 
living to which the Government is 
dedicated, suggests that the present 
house-building rate is really inadequate. 

‘If true needs are to be met,’ Mr. 
Prosser added, ‘I believe that there must 
be a steady increase in the number of 
houses built annually over the next 15 
years. In my opinion we should be start- 
ing now to build up to an annual pro 
gramme of 370,000 new houses a year.’ 


Space for Car Parking 
Lancashire CC Proposals 


LANCASHIRE COUNTY planning and develop- 
ment committee are in future to pay 
special attention to the provision of space 
for car parking on all future planning 
applications. 

Under the scheme they have agreed, 
private houses and flats will need one 
standing space each, and gateways will 
have to be wide enough to allow the entry 
of a vehicle. Flats and houses provided 
by local authorities will need one space 
per two houses, and offices one for every 
three workers. Residential hotels will 


have to provide a space for every five bed- 
rooms in town areas and one for every 
three bedrooms in rural areas. 

Retail shops, stores and small cafés 
will have to make provision for loading 
and unloading of vehicles and also pro- 
vide parking space for the staff. Larger 
restaurants will have to provide one space 
for every ten patrons, road houses one per 
two seats and transport cafés one lorry 
space per seat. Places of entertainment 
will need one space per twenty patrons in 
towns and one for every ten in suburbs.

THE BASIC MATERIALS index rose provi- 
sionally by 0.3 per cent in December. 
Non-ferrous metals, including aluminium, 
copper, lead and zinc rose sharply while 
the provisional index for all manufac- 
tured products rose by 0.4 per cent. 

The December wholesale price index 
issued by the Board of Trade for all 
building and civil engineering materials at 
144.4 showed an increase of 0.1 per cent 
from the figure for the previous month. 
The house-building materials index for 
December at 144.3 showed an increase of 
0.1 per cent on the previous month's 
figure (all statistics are based on the 
figures for June 30, 1949, which are taken 
as 100 per cent).

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Building in Winter 


A Scottish Report 


A SUB-COMMITTEE of the Ministry of 
Works Joint Advisory Panel for the 
Building and Civil Engineering Industries 
in Scotland, under the chairmanship of 
Mr. R. S. Gray, a past president of the 
Scottish National Building Trades Federa- 
tion (Employers), have been considering 
ways and means of avoiding interruptions 
of construction work during winter 
weather. Their finding is that, although 
contractors do, on occasion, take special 
steps to avoid stoppages, there is, in Scot- 
land, no general adoption of the tech- 
niques which have been recommended in 
various publications on aspects of winter 
working; and that there is need for a 
more positive approach to the problem. 
The sub-committee note that, in Canada 
and certain European countries, winter 
construction is made possible only by 
deliberate planning of work in prepara- 
tion for adverse conditions. They con- 
clude that, even in the less arduous con- 
ditions of the Scottish climate, proper 
planning and site organisation offer a 
greater prospect for improvement than 
any single expedient undertaken to pre- 
vent immediate damage to work in pro- 
gress. In particular the sub-committee 
recommend that all the advice and tech- 
nical information available should be 


brought together in a single manual, or 
Code of Practice, and adopted by the 
industry as a guide to future practice. 
The general scope of such a manual 
should include the following: 
Planning and organisation for winter 
conditions; scheduling of contracts to 
minimise outdoor work in the coldest 
months; maximum completion of access 
roads, excavations, etc., before the on- 
set of frost; provision of temporary 
water supply, power and_ lighting; 
under-cover storage for materials and 
tools and shelter for workmen (includ- 
ing continuation of work under poly- 
thene tents); also the provision in readi- 
ness of all special equipment, including 
heating appliances and materials, re- 
quired in times of rain, frost or snow. 
One of the relevant factors to which the 
committee draw attention is the forecast 
service of the Meteorological Office avail- 
able to builders. The sub-committee 
recommend the use of Ministry of Works 
Advisory Leaflet No. 40 (Weather and the 
Builder) in this connection and, in addi- 
tion, lists the following publications 
which are available: —

Programming Building Work 


A Planning Engineer's Views 


A TALK on the preparation of a programme 
of building work for a firm of contractors 
was given by MR. W. F. BROOKFIELD, plan- 
ning engineer of Y. J. Lovell Ltd., at a 
recent meeting of the London Branch of 
the Institute of Building Estimators. Mr. 
B. Brind was in the chair. 

‘The preparation of a programme has 
tended to become a specialist job and 
rightly so,’ said Mr. Brookfield, ‘as the 
continual practice makes one more effi- 
cient in the preparation and the accuracy 
of the forecast. The problem of becom- 
ing an expert is that the more specialist 
one becomes the greater the tendency to 
elaborate to the point where the pro- 
gramme becomes 60 complicated that it 
can only be understood by the person 
who prepared it.’ 

There were few, if any, building con- 
tractors who could afford to run a plan- 
ning department of a sufficient number of 
people to be able to prepare a programme 
for every job for which they tendered. 
In particulan instances, usually on the 
larger and more complicated jobs, the 
planning engineer was called in to give 
an opinion on the time, sequence and 
method, but for the general run of jobs 
the time was set either by the architect or 
the estimator. 

‘In my opinion,’ the speaker continued, 
‘the architect should always state the 
time period. It makes a common basis 
for all tenders. If a builder can, by 
superior organisation and methods, im- 


prove upon this time it is to his benefit, 
but at least the tenders should start off 
by having at least one thing in common. 

‘ All a programme is intended to be is 
a forecast of how a job should go based 
on our knowledge and experience of the 
building industry and the information 
obtained from the drawings and bills of 
quantities. 

‘My job is to forecast time even as 
your job is to forecast cost based on all 
available information in respect of each 
unit of work. Unfortunately, in the 
majority of cases we start off with insuffi- 
cient information. This is a major fault 
of the industry and one which must be 
overcome, for it stands to reason the more 
facts and information we can base our 
forecast on, the more accurate we are 
likely to be.’ 

Mr. Brookfield summarised the uses of 
the programme, once prepared, as: 

1. To show what the job involves. 

2. To record progress of the job. 

3. To forecast valuations and thus 
assist budgeting. 

4. Notifying nominated suppliers and 
sub-contractors when they are required. 

5. To indicate in advance when detail 
drawings will be required. 

6. To assist the buying department in 
the placing of their orders. 

7. To indicate the amount and period 
of mechanical plant requirements. 

8. To indicate the amount and period 
of non-mechanical plant requirements. 
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No. 7 (Concreting in Cold Weather); No. 8 
(Bricklaying in Cold Weather); No. 41 (Frost 
Precautions in Household Water Supply).

Extracts from 


these papers are given below. 


The Architect’s Viewpoint 
By Richard Eve, BArch(McGill), ARIBA 


If IS NOT POSSIBLE in a short paper to 
resolve all the problems that face an 
architect in house heating. At the most, 
only an outline can be given. Interest in 
the subject has developed extensively 
since the war, stimulated in the first 
instance perhaps by Post-War Building 
Study No. 19, ‘ The Heating and Ventila- 
tion of Dwellings,’ produced by a com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of the late 
Professor Sir Alfred Egerton, FRS. Their 
findings are discussed here under two 
headings, first the thermal characteristics 
of the house and secondly the method 
of heating. 

The value of well-fitting doors and win- 
dows in conserving the heat created 
within the house has been established 
beyond dispute. The Building Research 
Station have postulated that an average 
rate of two air changes per hour is prob- 
ably the figure normally achieved in prac- 
tice although the actual amount in any 
particular case may vary considerably on 
this. Houses are still built today in 
which insulation and the fit of windows 
and doors are sacrificed in the interests 
o! economy in the cost of building. How- 
ever satisfactory the resultant accounts 
may appear from the book-keeping point 
of view of those who finance the house, 
the result is a steady loss in money and 
fuel to the occupant and to the nation. 


The Thermal Lag 

Neither the Building Research Station 
nor the Egerton Committee placed any 
very great emphasis on the thermal lag 
of a house. By thermal lag of a building, 
one implies the time that the structure 
takes to heat up or cool down. The type 
of heating system employed will have a 
considerable effect on the heating up 
time but will have little on the cooling 
down. The matter becomes of greater 
interest as the controllability of the heat- 
ing system improves. Heat is supplied to a 
house for two reasons. The first is to 
prevent condensation forming therein and 
an ambient air temperature of between 45 
degrees and 50 degrees F. may be taken 
as a rough indication of the point below 
which it is hazardous to go. The other 
function of a heating system is to supply 


heat to the occupants when they are there 
to enjoy it. Heating systems of high flexi- 
bility can be designed today without any 
appreciable increase in cost, but the struc- 
ture of our houses remains such that their 
response is slow. 

When considering the heating systems 
to be used, the Egerton Committee recog- 
nised the necessity of rising from the tem- 
perature range of 45 to 50 degrees F. up 
to 65 degrees F. Their proposals 
envisaged providing a heating system for 
each stage atid they called the result 
‘background heating with topping-up.’ 
A set of full-scale heating trials was 
carried out at the Building Research 
Station to investigate the economics of 
their proposals and of some other heating 
systems, including whole-house-heating 
with radiators fired by thermostatically- 
controlled magazine-fed anthracite-burn- 
ing boiler, and at the opposite end of the 
scale using pre-war methods of heating, 
such as a single open fire to heat the 
living-room with a back boiler to supply 
the domestic hot water. 

The houses involved in the trials were 
insulated to a reasonable standard; a 
reasonable fit of the doors and windows 
was obtained. The results of the trials 
showed that the cheapest system to run 
was the pre-war one. The next cheapest 
to run were the houses equipped with 
radiators in every room fed by the anthra- 
cite boiler and controlled by a room 
thermostat. The system of ‘ back- 
ground heating with topping-up’ was 
among the most expensive to operate. 

Developments have been so numerous 
that only a few can be touched on. The 
so-called small-bore heating system, 
which relies on the development of a 
silent pump is perhaps one of the most 
familiar. The silent pump is not merely 
of value because it reduces the size of 
the pipe. By providing forced circulation, 
it gives a quick response to the heating 
system. Forced circulation and small- 
bore pipes can be used with radiators, 
convectors, skirting-board heaters and 
embedded-coil panel heating. An alterna- 
tive to embedded-coil panel heating is 
now offered by the embedded electrical 
heating element which is becoming in-

creasingly popular. It has the great 
advantage of low installation costs but 
its economical operation appears to 
depend upon obtaining off-peak elec- 
tricity. 

Forced warm air has also become a 
possible alternative. Appliances for such 
systems have been developed burning 
solid fuel, gas or oil. It is important 
that the air be forced by a fan, otherwise 
cold feet and hot heads may result. The 
amount of ducting need not be great; 
reduction depends upon the compact- 
ness and the nature of the plan of the 
house and on the degree of insulation of 
the cold surfaces. Discomfort ensues if 
the surrounding surfaces of a room are 
considerably lower in temperature than 
the air within it. With warm air there 
can be a noticeable lag when the heating 
system is brought into operation between 
the warming up of the air in the room 
and the warming by it of the surrounding 
surfaces. Carrying the ducting out to 
the periphery of the house is a safeguard 
against this and helps to ensure an even 
distribution of heat. 


Important Considerations 


It is usually possible to recuce the 
number of alternatives to a handful by 
considering the problem in detail under 
the following broad headings. First, the 
location of the house and its type, that 
is how many storeys and whether 
detached, semi-detached, one of a terrace 
or a block of flats. Then the thermal 
characteristics of the house, which in- 
clude the standard of insulation, fit of 
doors and windows, thermal lag, amount 
of glazed area, presence or not of an open 
fire, etc. Then the internal workings of 
the house both in plan and section. 


The next point to consider is the 
occupants. This is often the most difficult 
factor to assess. Even when designing 
a house for a particular client, the matter 
may not necessarily be simplified, par- 
ticularly where strong prejudices exist. 
In most cases some assessment must be 
made of the amount of money that the 
occupant is prepared to spend on fuel. 

There are four fuels available, solid 
fuel, oil, gas and electricity. The prob- 
lem of availability is confused by the 
necessity for looking into the future. The 
sort of questions posed are whether with 
solid fuel the occupant will be able to 
obtain the grade and type he wants when- 
ever he wants it; with electricity and 
gas, whether there is any danger of the 
particular area becoming overloaded with 
resultant lack of supply at times; whether 
oil, which is not an indigenous fuel, will 
always be available in the UK. 


Summing up, the broad considerations 
are: First, to ensure that the heat 
generated within the house will be kept 
there by a high standard of insulation 
and by well-fitting doors and windows; 
second, to select a single heating system 
of a type that will, as nearly as possible, 
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meet the thermal requirements of the 
house and the occupant’s concepts of 
comfort and the size of his purse; third, 
to supply the domestic hot water from 
the same appliance as the space heating 
if possible; the cooking, the heat require- 
ments for which do not relate readily to 


those of the space heating and domestic 
hot water supply, should be a separate 
device; and fourth, the system should 
be fed by a reliable appliance which re- 
quires little attention but supplied by 
manufacturers who are known to give 
a good after-sales service. 


The Heating Engineer’s Viewpoint 
By George Ferry, AMIHVE 


ONE OF THE FIRST problems to be settled 
by a housing architect today is the 
method of heating to be employed. Many 
recent developments require considera- 
tion at the planning stage, so that it is 
essential to make an early decision as to 
the type of appliance to be used to 
achieve an economical solution.

One of the main arguments against 
central heating in houses has been the 
relatively large-diameter pipes necessi- 
tated by virtue of the fact that these 
systems operated on the thermal syphon

principle. The development in_ recent 
years, however, of a circulating pump 
has allowed the use of such plant in 
domestic houses providing forced circu- 
lation. 


Heating Control 


The running costs for heating a home 
can be influenced greatly by providing the 
degree of heating when and _ where 
required and heating systems can be con- 
trolled automatically. 


Individual rooms can be controlled by 
i thermostat maintaining a predetermined 
temperature on all hot-water heating 
systems. In the case of warm-air systems, 
manually-controlled dampers can ensure 
that occupied portions of the house are 
heated adequately or that background 
heating is provided throughout. The con- 
trol of electric underfloor heating for 
dwellings consuming current during off 
peak periods is achieved generally by 
means of an indoor thermostat, as antici- 
patory controls are expensive for a single 
installation. 

It is normal when discussing with the 
client the type of heating required to 
investigate the individual requirements. 
With local authority housing one is not 
in a position to consult the prospective 
tenants and ascertain comfort conditions 
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acceptable to them or to ask them the 
amount per week which they would be 
prepared to pay for warming their homes. 
It is necessary, therefore, to make a deci- 
sion regarding the appliance to be used 
or the system to be employed which it is 
considered would give satisfaction to the 
majority. Given suitable conditions, any 
appliance or systems utilising any of the 
fuels mentioned will give satisfaction. To 
provide a system of home heating without 
knowledge of the tenant one should: (a) 
install system which will provide ade- 
quate temperatures at a weekly cost 
within the scope of the lowest income 
groups, or (b) provide an_ installation 
capable of being controlled by each indi- 
vidual tenant. 

The heating of flats for local authority 
housing is a particular problem made 
more difficult by the modern tendency to 
build multi-storey blocks. The methods 
of heating available are: (a) central LP 
hot water heating; (b) electric off-peak 
sub-floor heating; (c) on-peak electric or 
gas heating; or (d) warm-air heating, gas- 
fired. 

Local authorities have been attracted to 
systems of heating capable of being con- 
trolled by each individual tenant and paid 
for direct to the supply authority as dis- 
tinct from the local authority. Such a 
line of thought has inclined them to elec 
tric off-peak sub-floor heating (b) or gas- 
fired warm-air heating (d) Since the 
former is cheaper to install, it is usually 
the greater favoured, but the reduced 
tariffs offered by some Gas Boards are 
attracting more authorities to _ install 
warm-air heating. Electric underfloor 
heating has been installed in many blocks 
of flats throughout the country and is 
undoubtedly taking a permanent place 
among the accepted methods of heating 
homes. 


The Housing Manager's Viewpoint 
By J. P. Macey, FRICS 


THE WORD ‘RENTS” is, as you know, 
graven on every housing manager’s heart 
The capital cost of the dwelling is, of 
course, one of the chief factors affecting 
rent, and this capital cost will be in- 
creased or decreased according to the 
type of services we install. Water supplies 
and the equipment of dwellings with 
electric light, together with a gas and 
an electric point for cooking, do not offer 
much scope for either variation or 
economy, but the method of providing 
space heating does provide more scope 
for variety and therefore can have a con- 
siderable effect on capital costs and on 
rent. 

It can, of course, happen that the 
capital cost of one type of installation 
will be lower than another, but the run- 
ning cost, that is the cost of the fuel 
and so on, will be considerably higher. 
Therefore, one can only make a true 
comparison by taking into account both 
initial cost and running cost. 

So long as we were building two-storey 
houses, both before the war and in the 
early post-war years, the choice was 
fairly obvious. There was no doubt that 
the solid-fuel fire equipped with a back 
boiler provided a reasonable degree of 


space heating and a hot-water service at 
a cost which compared very favourably 
with any other type of installation. 

When it came to building multi-storey 
flats, however, the problem became much 
more intricate and the alternative solu- 
tions needed much closer study. The 
use of solid fuel fires is ruled out for a 
number of reasons, the most obvious one 
being the prohibitive cost of carrying up 
so many flues. Other difficulties are the 
question of the transport of fuel to higher 
floors, its storage and the very great diffi- 
culties which are experienced with 
chimneys in multi-storey housing. 

We were always on the look-out for 
some alternative means of supplying heat- 
ing and hot water in tall blocks and when, 
in 1954 and 1955, the possibility of using 
sub-floor electric heating was mooted we 
considered it with great interest. Our 
heating engineers were therefore asked to 
make a comprehensive study of all the 
different types of service which might be 
included in tall blocks and to calculate 
the comparative costs. 

The calculations were based upon the 
cost of providing solid-fuel fires and the 
cost of solid fuel to the tenant. The 
figures showed the comparative capital

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cost of each of the various types of instal- 
lation, the way in which this capital cost 
was reflected in the economic rent and 
then the cost of the coal, oil, gas or elec- 
tricity and other running costs, so as to 
arrive at a total which represented the 
true cost of the service given to the 
tenant, partly paid in rent and partly in 
the form of gas, electricity or coal bills. 
The comparisons showed quite clearly 
that the coal fire with the back boiler 
still represented the cheapest method of 
providing the necessary service, but as 
I have said the use of solid-fuel fires in 
tall blocks is ruled out for a number of 
reasons. Next came sub-floor heating by 
electricity. Finally, figures were given for 
the cost of supplying a similar amount 
of space heating by the use of 
electric radiant fires and electric water- 
storage heaters and also the use of gas 
fires and gas heaters. The comparisons 
showed that the most expensive method 


was the use of gas and the second highest 
cost resulted from the use of electric 
radiant fires. 
Alternative Requirements 

There is one point, however, which is 
quite clearly worth studying and that is 
this: with older types of flats and houses, 
one had always more than one means of 
heating, i.e., if the coal supply failed one 
could use a gas or electric fire and vice 
versa. With a block of flats equipped 
with sub-floor heating there is, of course, 
nothing in the flat itself which will supply 
heat apart from the electric fires which 
are put in to give the tenant additional 
heat if he so desires. In the event of 
failure in the electricity supply, the only 
alternative method of heating would 


appear to be the use of paraffin heaters. 
In the final section of these remarks I 
would like to mention a few practical 
points which I think are worth discussing. 
In the first place, it is, of course, very 
important to ensure that a supply of elec- 
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tricity will be available at off-peak prices, 
because it is an essential part of this 
system that the load is taken during the 
night, when demand for other purposes is 
low, the heat being available all day. The 
second point is that experience clearly 
shows that one should always insist on a 
‘boost’ charge being supplied during the 
midday or afternoon period, otherwise 
the floor slab will have given off all its 
heat and be at its coldest round about 5 
or 6p.m. A third point is that the hot- 
water tank should be well insulated. 

In Birmingham we have been very 
much troubled by atmospheric pollution 
and the City Council is conducting a very 
active campaign for smoke abatement. 
It may well be that the question of smoke 
abatement and the very encouraging 
figures of costs we have had will lead us 
to the general adoption of sub-floor heat- 
ing for all our dwellings.

the Agricultural Economics Research Institute at the University of Oxford, 

in the course of a paper on ‘ The Effect of Industrial Development in Rural 

Areas,’ read at a meeting of the RICS on January 4. We take the following 
extracts from his address. 


The Pattern of ‘ Sprawl’ 


* THE ROAD TRANSPORT age which followed 
the railway age,’ said MR. CLARK, ‘ has set 
the manufacturer and trader free from 
the close confines of industrial cities, 
within which they had previously been 
held. But by the same token it began 
setting the people free, too. With trans- 
port more readily available, homes no 
longer had to be cramped within a narrow 
circle around the industrial centre, any 
more than did workshops. The result has 
been what planners generally apostrophise 
as “‘ sprawl.’ He continued: 

The pattern of ‘ sprawl’ shown for Lon- 
don has been fairly closely followed by 
other big cities with electric railway 
(underground or surface) transport—New 
York, Chicago, Sydney, Manchester, and 
less expectedly, Tokyo and Osaka, too. 
But, without electric railways, a similar 
pattern also develops in modern cities 
dependent upon private car transport, 
supplemented by a few buses, such as 
Los Angeles. But, the reader may say, 
must there not be an end to this process? 
We can understand people living 15 or 
20 miles away from their work, perhaps 
even 30 or 40 miles away if they work in 
a city as big as New York, and are rich 
enough to pay for expensive transport. 
But that surely must be the limit. Is not 
‘sprawl’ coming to an end? 

But—for better or for worse—it is not. 
There is a defect, a simple defect, in the 
above argument. A man’s work-place 
need not be in the centre of the city. To 


an increasing degree now, the work-places 
are moving out with the people. When 
there is widespread unemployment, as in 
the 1930s, employers can expect people 
to travel considerable distances in search 
of jobs. In a time of labour shortage, they 
find it necessary to bring the jobs much 
nearer to the people, particularly those 
employers who want to employ women. 


Flight to the Suburbs 


So work-places have begun to move 
out, and also, to an increasing degree, 
centres of shopping, recreation, education 
and the like. We can see this process 
more clearly in the United States and 
Canada, where it has begun earlier and 
proceeded faster than in this country. But 
there can be no doubt that it is coming. 
Until virtually every family, as in Canada 
and the United States, is able to afford a 
car, we will not get a situation such as is 
developing in big American cities, where 
nearly all the new department store 
development is now in the suburbs, par- 
ticularly in * controlled regional shopping 
centres,’ where a group of traders com- 
bine to provide a shopping centre with 
acres of car parking.

With us, there are a number of city 
councils who have made up their minds 
(for good reasons or bad) not to export 
population across the city border if they 
can help it, and the differential subsidies 
on expensive high density buildings have 
enabled them to persist in this policy. 
Also a good many architects (who have 
thought little about this problem) and 
some town-planners (who should have 
thought about it) have favoured high- 
density residential development. 


But even this formidable combination 
of forces will not be able permanently to 
withstand the pressure of popular opinion, 
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cost of each of the various types of instal- 
lation, the way in which this capital cost 
was reflected in the economic rent and 
then the cost of the coal, oil, gas or elec- 
tricity and other running costs, so as to 
arrive at a total which represented the 
true cost of the service given to the 
tenant, partly paid in rent and partly in 
the form of gas, electricity or coal bills. 
The comparisons showed quite clearly 
that the coal fire with the back boiler 
still represented the cheapest method of 
providing the necessary service, but as 
I have said the use of solid-fuel fires in 
tall blocks is ruled out for a number of 
reasons. Next came sub-floor heating by 
electricity. Finally, figures were given for 
the cost of supplying a similar amount 
of space heating by the use of 
electric radiant fires and electric water- 
storage heaters and also the use of gas 
fires and gas heaters. The comparisons 
showed that the most expensive method 


was the use of gas and the second highest 
cost resulted from the use of electric 
radiant fires. 
Alternative Requirements 

There is one point, however, which is 
quite clearly worth studying and that is 
this: with older types of flats and houses, 
one had always more than one means of 
heating, i.e., if the coal supply failed one 
could use a gas or electric fire and vice 
versa. With a block of flats equipped 
with sub-floor heating there is, of course, 
nothing in the flat itself which will supply 
heat apart from the electric fires which 
are put in to give the tenant additional 
heat if he so desires. In the event of 
failure in the electricity supply, the only 
alternative method of heating would 


appear to be the use of paraffin heaters. 
In the final section of these remarks I 
would like to mention a few practical 
points which I think are worth discussing. 
In the first place, it is, of course, very 
important to ensure that a supply of elec- 
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tricity will be available at off-peak prices, 
because it is an essential part of this 
system that the load is taken during the 
night, when demand for other purposes is 
low, the heat being available all day. The 
second point is that experience clearly 
shows that one should always insist on a 
‘boost’ charge being supplied during the 
midday or afternoon period, otherwise 
the floor slab will have given off all its 
heat and be at its coldest round about 5 
or 6p.m. A third point is that the hot- 
water tank should be well insulated. 

In Birmingham we have been very 
much troubled by atmospheric pollution 
and the City Council is conducting a very 
active campaign for smoke abatement. 
It may well be that the question of smoke 
abatement and the very encouraging 
figures of costs we have had will lead us 
to the general adoption of sub-floor heat- 
ing for all our dwellings. I must not be 
too rash about this, however, as experi- 
ence over one year is not a very long 
time on which to base decisions.

roundings, and certainly resents paying 
taxation to finance obviously uneconomic 
blocks of flats. 


A Planless Sprawl 


While in this matter we must move 
with the current of popular opinion, we 
should nevertheless realise the destina 
tion towards which it is leading us. It 
is nothing less than the complete dis- 
integration of the city, even of the conur- 
bation, as we know it. Transport has 
indeed done its work all too well. The 
final result, if we go on the way we are 
now going, will be an ugly and planless 
dispersal of population spreading almost 
uniformly over a whole industrial zone 
perhaps in England an almost continuous 
built-up area from Liverpool to Dover, 
with most of the rest of the country im- 
poverished and depopulated. This is un- 
doubtedly one of the examples, perhaps 
one of the few examples in economics. 
where the unchecked operation of the 
free market certainly does not produce 
the most socially desirable results. 

For reasons which should be clear, 
though it is impossible here to state them 
at length, it is desirable that people 
should be grouped into communities of 
manageable size, in which citizens are 
capable of understanding the affairs of 
their local community and taking some 
part in its government and other activi- 
ties. Such communities need a certain 
degree of compactness, so that their 
citizens do not have to travel too far to 
reach each other; while at the same time 
they need to be clearly separated from 
other communities by an intervening zone 


of unbuilt agricultural land; for it is 


another important social principle that 
town dwellers should have easy access to 
open country, just as agriculturists do not 
want to be too far from towns. 

For economic, social and political 
reasons alike we should take (to the best 
of our present knowledge) communities 
sized about 150,000 as our objective. A 
community of this size is large enough to 
give its inhabitants, and those of the 
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neighbouring rural areas, a full range of 
economic and administrative services. 
But we should not allow our community 
to become any larger if we want its 
citizens to retain civic pride and interest 
in their local affairs, if we want its traffic 
to remain reasonably free from 
congestion, and if we want to prevent 
local administration from becoming both 
expensive and bureaucratic.

Book Review

PLANNING. By E. and O.E. (London: 
lliffe Press (for The Architect and 
Building News) ). Price 63s. 

THAT ‘Planning’ should now appear in 
its eighth edition is a sure sign of its 
popularity. A book of this kind, which 
sets out to tell you all, or a great deal, 
of what you want to know. must of neces- 
sity be kept up to date. 

This new edition has been largely 
re-written, re-arranged, and re-illustrated. 
It is now divided into two sections. The 
first is concerned with elements and facts 
which may be general to different types 
of buildings. The second relates to build- 
ings for particular purposes and the 
requirements peculiar to each. The 
result of this division is a reduction in 
the bulk of the book, not by exclusion of 
information, but by avoidance of repeti- 
tion. 


Information of this essential kind is 
not, as a rule, readily accessible. But here 
it all is, closely packed in some 500 
crowded pages, a veritable time-saver and 
god-send to busy offices. 


It seems captious to criticise so munifi- 
cent a gift. But, since its true intent is 
all for our delight, one point may, with 
respect, be made. We wonder whether 
this impressive mass of erudition could 
not be presented in a form more easily 
grasped. Something less literary, more 
staccato, might more quickly hit the 
mark. Much of the information given 
could be tabulated—A, B, C, etc., and 
half a column of print is saved. After 
all, it is only the information we require. 
Or again, whilst a diagram is often the 
quickest way to explanation it 
always free from risk.

The authors disclaim any intention of 
doing our planning for us, but some of the 
more elaborate illustrations come, 
inevitably, mighty near to doing it. A 
planner best approaches his task with an 
open mind and once an image has been 
impressed it may be difficult to wipe it 


out. Nor, perhaps, do some of the dia- 
grams of complex arrangements readily 
secure their intended effect. These 
rectangles, circles, connecting lines, and 
arrows, are not immediately plain. Take, 
for instance, the overall planning of a 
Municipal Building; all the diagram 
eventually tells us could be more suc 
cintly stated, and our minds kept clear, 
by: * Priority for public access to depart- 
ee ie ie 

But these criticisms and suggestions 
must appear as gross ingratitude. The 
authors have done the profession a signal 
service and the profession, as the rising 
number of editions shows, has not been 
slow to demonstrate its thanks.

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Interpretation of Contract 
Clause 


QUESTION: We are having a little diffi 
culty with a client of ours over the inter- 
pretation of a clause in the general condi- 
tions of contract for use in connection 
with works of civil engineering construc- 
tion, generally known as the ‘ICE 
Conditions of Contract’ (Fourth Edition). 
The contract in question is for a brick 
chimney for a power station, for which 
the invoiced prices for the common bricks 
were less than the figure given in the bill 
of quantities. The points at issue are: 

(a) Whether any credit is due to him 
on account of the actual costs of the 
bricks being less than the figure given 
in the bill of quantities. 

(b) If so, whether the bill rates for 
common brickwork should be reduced 
by the difference between the actual 
invoiced price and the figure given in 
the bill of quantities, plus a percentag 
for profit, or, 

(c) Whether a straight (net) variation 
should be made to take into account 
decreased costs of materials. 

Our client’s view is as given in item (b) 
and arises because he considers all brick 
prices to be prime cost (PC) prices and as 
such, in accordance with Clause No. 58 
(2) of the ‘ICE Conditions of Contract,’ 
are subject to adjustment plus a percen 
tage for profit. 

Our view is that, strictly speaking, no 
credit is due at all, although we con 
sider the intention was for the brick 
prices to be subject to net variations (as 
paragraph C). Our reasons for saying 
this are because (1) the price given in 
the bill of quantities is not described as 
a PC price (see actual wording below) and 
(2) the price and description of 
bricks have not been entered in the 
schedule of basic prices of materials 
attached to the bill of quantities. The 
preamble to this schedule states clearly 
that only such materials as entered will be 
subject to adjustment in price (hence the 
client’s eagerness to treat the matter 
under Clause No. 58 (2) ). 

The actual wording, giving the price for 
the bricks in question is .. . * The price of 
Phorpres bricks (2j in. thick) to be used 
for computing rates under this heading 
is 180s. per thousand (net) delivered to 
site.” The whole matter seems to hinge 
on an interpretation of Clause No. 58 (2) 
of the ‘ICE Conditions.’ T.C.M. 
ANSWER: A Legal Correspondent writes. 

Clause 58(2) of the ICE Conditions of 
Contract is only applicable to prime cost 
items. Unless there was some express 
indication to the contrary, the Standard 
Method of Measurement of Civil 
Engineering Quantities must be deemed 
to apply by virtue of clause 57. Paragraph 
3 of the Standard Method defines the 
term ‘ prime cost’ as the net sum entered 
by the engineer for specific articles of 
materials to be supplied or work to be 
done. There are further directions as to

prime cost items in paragraph 18: the 
tenderer must be given the opportunity 
to show separate prices for (a) profit on 
the prime cost; and (b) packing, carriage, 
and so on. 

If the items in question were not 
specifically described as prime cost, I con- 
sider that the person who claims that 
any sum is intended to be treated a3 
prime cost must show: (i) That the sum 
was entered in the quantities by the 
engineer in relation to that specific item; 
(ii) that paragraph 18 of the Standard 
Method was complied with. A. E. T. 


Apportionment of Street Works 


QUESTION: A client of ours purchased 
a plot of land in a semi-rural area to 
build a bungalow. This plot, with an 
83 ft. frontage, was off an unoccupied 
tracked road with no facilities or ser 
vices. After the bungalow was built and 
occupied, the local authorities decided to 
develop the land for house building. With 
this in view a new carriageway and sewer 
is being constructed in place of the 
tracked road. A charge of £3 per foot 
totalling almost £250 is being made to 
our client under the Private Street Works 
Act of 1892. Whilst we believe there is 
no redress against this kind of legal rob- 
bery, the point upon which we seek your 
guidance is that our client, at his own 
cost, put a sewer from the bungalow, 
down the tracked lane into the main 
sewer, a distance of approximately 80 yd. 
Now we understand the authorities are 
gcing to tear up this 4 in. sewer and re- 
place it with a 9 in. one to accommodate 
more houses. Have they the power to 
do this without compensation? Ez. P. 


ANSWER: Although the general rule ij 
that apportionments under the Act of 
1892 should be made according to the 
respective frontages, the local authority 
may (if they think just) have regard to 
the amount and value of any work done 
by a frontager. In view of the work 
which this. particular frontager has 
already done, I think an approach might 
be made to the local authority asking 
them to revise the apportionment accord 
ingly. 

Frontagers who consider themselves 
unfairly treated under the Act of 1892 
have certain rights of appeal which may 
help in the present case. Section 7 of 
the Act of 1892 sets out a list of grounds 
on which a frontager may object to the 
provisional apportionment, and any such 
objections are heard by the local magis- 
trates. For instance, objection may be 
made on the ground that the proposed 
works are unreasonable; that is, that the 
specification is unnecessarily extravagant. 

Moreover, under section 268 of the 
Public Health Act, 1875 (which applies 
to the Act of 1892) there is a right of 
appeal to the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. This right of appeal 
is not limited to any specific grounds, and 
tne Minister is able to consider (which

the magistrates are not) whether it is 
equitable that the frontagers should bear 
the whole cost of the works. Thus, 
where the making up of the street is 
largely for the benefit of an adjoining 
development by the local authority them 
selves, the Minister might well make an 
order reducing the liability on the 
frontagers. 

The law relating to highways and 
streets has been consolidated in the High- 
ways Act, 1959, which came into force 
on January 1, 1960. Section 7 of the 
Act of 1892 and section 268 of the Act 
of 1875 are now sections 177 and 207 
respectively of the new Act. A. E.T. 


Ventilation of Houses 


QUESTION: There is rather a difference of 
opinion amongst members of my Coun- 
cil as to what constitutes ‘ effectual 
means of ventilation’ of every storey of 
a domestic building, and also what-is a 
hebitable room. The matter which has 
caused this difference is the proposed 
siting of a bathroom in a house. It is 
proposed to site the bathroom in the 
centre of the first floor, with no direct 
window access to the external air, but 
with obscured openable glazing to the 
adjoining bedroom which has of course, 
the necessary ventilation to the external 
air. The bathroom does not contain a 
water closet and is not entered through 
41 bedroom. What is your opinion of this 
case? Does the bathroom as proposed 
comply with by-laws, «r if not, why not? 
ANSWER: By-law 73, para (1), provides 
that every storey of a domestic building 
shall be provided with effectual means of 
ventilation. Para (2) provides that every 
habitable room shall have windows of a 
total area not less than one-twentieth of 
the floor area capable of opening to the 
cxternal air. 

‘Habitable rooms’ is defined (by-law 
1) as a room used or intended to be used 
as a living room or sleeping roem. It 
follows that para (2) of by-law 73 does 
not apply to bathrooms. 

The by-laws do not define ‘ effectual 
means of ventilation.” The question 
whether any storey is effectually venti 
lated is, therefore, largely one of techni- 
cal judgment. Messrs. Garner and Offord 
in their book on the model by-laws make 
this useful comment: ‘ This paragraph 
goes much further than insisting on the 
ventilation of single rooms by requiring 
that each storey shall have effectual 
means of ventilation. This means that 
each storey must be considered as a 
separate unit in the matter of ventilation, 
and it is submitted that each storey can 
be required to have through ventilation, 
without unventilated pockets. .. .’ 

Reference might also be made to 
British Standard Code of Practice CP 3 
Ventilation. Although the proposed 
arrangement may not be good building 
practice, I doubt if it can be rejected for 
non-compliance with the by-laws.

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Cranes for Building 
New Building Research Station Digest 


The use of a large crane can dominate the delivery and handling of materials, 


and thereby the programming of the work on the building site. 


Building 


Research Station Digest No. 129, issued in December (HMSO, price 4d.), 
indicates the factors that determine whether a crane can be used economically 
and describes the types available and how their use bears on building design 


and layout.

IT IS THE BUILDER who chooses the tools 
he will use on the job. A large building 
firm will often maintain a pool of plant 
likely to be required for one or another 
contract, and will consider buying, hiring 
or improvising special equipment for some 
specific construction requirement. 


In a sense, it is the design of a building 
that selects the builder. In solving a 
design problem, the architect sets a con- 
structional one. 


‘ Buildability,” however, is one of the 
criteria of a good design and has a 
decisive influence on cost. Though archi- 
tecture should not be fettered by pre- 
occupation with constructional methods, 
it must take account of the tools that are 
available and the conditions that deter- 
mine their efficient use. This is especially 
important as regards handling equipment 
in general and cranes in particular. 


When Will it Pay to Use a Crane ? 


Cranes on the building site offer three 
possible advantages. They can lift heavier 
loads than are easily moved by other 
means, and thus provide an opportunity 
for alterations in building techniques. 
They can often save money by handling 
materials more cheaply (but this depends 
on how intensively they are used). 
Thirdly, since they can move loads both 
horizontally and vertically, they can 
usually handle materials faster; this can 
sometimes obviate ‘ bottlenecks’ in sup- 
ply. This third attribute is an important 
one, because it affects the time sequence 
in the building programme and therefore 
the whole organisation of the work. It 
is in fact by speeding up operations that 
are putting a brake on the construction 
of the whole building, that a crane may 
produce savings greater than any that 
could be made by a reduction in handling 
costs. 

If a crane is going to pay its way on 
a project, opportunities must be provided 
in the design of the building for it to 
work in one or more of these three ways. 
Whether or not these opportunities are 
taken depends, of course, on the degree 
of organisation on the site. 


For the purpose of the discussion in 
this Digest, it is assumed that a crane is 
being hired only for the period it is 
actually on the building site, or that, if 
the property of the building firm, it will 
be in productive use on another job as 
soon as it is released from the site under 
consideration. In other words, the cost 


assessment for a given job assumes a 
context of economic usage; clearly there 
is no advantage in concentrating utilisa- 
tion on one job if the time saved is then 
spent by the crane standing idle in the 
firm’s equipment pool. 


Influence of Design 


A crane may be brought to the site 
either to do some specific task, or to 
assist in a number of operations. In either 
case its use will become expensive if 
the design does not allow a reasonably 
continuous programme of work for the 
machine while it is on the site. For exam- 
ple, the design may call for a sequence 
of building operations in which tasks for 
a crane are separated by operations on 
which a crane cannot be used, and during 
which no other crane work can be done. 


If a design calls for the use of a crane 
(in general, whenever components are too 
heavy to be lifted by hand) it is highly 
desirable that the loads should be of the 
same order of weight. The heaviest loads 
determine the size (and hence the -cost) 
ot the crane required, and capacity will 
be wasted if the remainder of the loads 
are much lighter. Most cranes can handle 
greater loads at a shorter radius of opera- 
tion than they can at extreme reach but, 
to take advantage of this, the designer 
must plan the relationship between the 
position of the crane, the location of the 
heavier loads to be picked up, and the 
pesitions where they are to be placed in 
the building.

Cranes for a Single Purpose 


If a crane is brought on to the site for 
a single purpose, such as the erection of a 
steel or precast concrete frame, it should 
be used as intensively as possible. Cranes 
suitable for such purposes need to be 
either very mobile, so that they can be 
brought quickly on to a site, work fast 
to complete the job, and leave as soon as 
the work is finished, or cheap, so that 
idle time is not very costly. Thus, we 
find on this class of work, fast-working 
diesel-engined mobile cranes and lorry 
mounted cranes for work within limited 
reach of the ground, electric guyed 
derricks for lifting heavy loads at greater 
heights, and simple guyed masts or sheet 
legs with hand winches for the occasional 


load. 


Distributing Cranes 


There is, of course, more scope for the 
employment of a crane if it can handle all 
the constructional materials; it can then 
be used for distribution over the whole 
area of work. The chief characteristic 
needed for a distributing crane is the 
ability to cover the working area quickly, 
and to place loads with precision. It 
needs a long jib, and may be fixed or 
mobile (for mobility while carrying a 
load, a crane needs to have a very smooth 
travelling motion). Guyed and Scotch 
derricks and mobile wheeled or crawler 
cranes fitted with long jibs have been 
used as distributing cranes, but the 
commonest examples now in general use 
are the various types of electric tower 
cranes. 

Whereas a_ special-purpose 
brought in to do one job, should be 
worked intensively it is not necessarily 
a good thing to aim at keeping a distribut 
ing crane busy all the time, for this can

time. A recent survey of the use of tower 
cranes on several building contracts 
showed a wide range in the average rate 
of handling materials, and only in rare 
instances did the rate exceed 10 tons per 
hour. In default of experience to the 
contrary, it would be prudent to assume 


2) relies for stability on a wide triangu- 
lated frame, either loaded with ballast 
weight or anchored at the corners.

in the long run, utilisation of no more 
than 50 per cent of the crane’s maximum 
rate of handling while working at extreme 
reach, assuming a 3-minute cycle. Thus 
a distributing crane with a capacity of 
1 ton at extreme reach could be expected 
to place 12,000 tons of material and 
equipment in 1,200 hours, or say 30 
weeks; during this time, at periods of 
peak production on straightforward work, 
it could of course be expected to lift 
1 ton every 3 minutes. 


Distributing cranes show up to best 
advantage for work with a repetitive 
pattern. Such circumstances often occur 
on reinforced concrete structures for 
multi-storey buildings if all the floor plans 
are the same. Then the shuttering can 
be standardised in units of size com- 
patible with the crane’s lifting capacity, 
and components awkward to cast in situ, 
such as stair treads and balconies, can be 
precast on the ground, and the crane can 
then be used to increase the tempo of 
the repetitive cycle. 

If the work, floor by floor, is not repeti- 
tive it will be less easy to use the crane 
in this way, and more difficult to avoid 
‘queueing’ and periods when the crane 
has no work; hence the advantages of 
using a distributing crane will be corre- 
spondingly less. 


Some Useful Building Cranes 


Derricks 


Derricks are simple, inexpensive, fixed 
cranes for handling heavy loads. They 
are made in a wide range of sizes but 
the capacities normally used are 5 and 
10 tons, with jibs about 100 feet long. 
They can be mounted at ground level or 
on the building under construction and 
are much used for erecting steel frames. 
They are usually hand-operated or elec- 
trically powered. 

The base of the guyed derrick (Fig. 1) 
occupies little ground space, but the guys 
must be spread over a wide area. The 
crane has full-circle slewing, but the jib 
must be elevated when passing under a 
guy. 


The Scotch or stiff-legged derrick (Fig.

Mobile Cranes 


Mobile cranes have unimpeded full- 
circle slewing, and a powered travelling 
motion. Normally jibs are up to 50 ft. 
long and capacities are from 1 to 5 tons. 
These cranes are mainly used for low 
building work—erecting factory frames or 
prefabricated houses. Mobility is limited 
by ground conditions and the type of 
undercarriage used, but they will travel 
up slopes of 1 in 5 and work on slopes 
of 1 in 40. Long jibs (up to 120 feet) can 
be fitted, but the load may be severely 
restricted at long reaches. When used 
as distributing cranes they have a dis- 
advantage, because the low-mounted jib 
fouls the front of the building so that a 
jib 60 to 70 ft. long is required to cover a 
pair of council houses. For this purpose, 
the higher the jib pivot the better. 

Road mobile cranes (Fig. 3) are 
mounted on penumatic tyres and can be 
driven at slow speeds from site to site 
on the road, but they need hard ground 
on which to work on the site. They are

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very useful for handling precast columns 
and roof trusses in single-storey factory 
construction and can often be used on 
the factory floor for this class of work. 

Lorry-mounted cranes (Fig. 4) have 
greater mobility on the road and less on 
the site. They can be used for the same 
purposes as the road mobile cranes, but 
are primarily intended for use in a highly 
mobile réle. 

Crawler tracks (Fig. 5) are necessary 
on most sites if the crane is to be used on 
unprepared ground. This is therefore one 
ot the most popular forms of building 
crane, in spite of the slower travelling 
speed and the fact that it cannot travel 
on the road. 

A distinction should be made between 
mobile cranes with crawler tracks and 
universal excavators fitted with a crane 
jib. Although the latter are often used 
as cranes, the controls—designed for fast 
digging operations—seldom allow suffi- 
ciently sensitive control of a crane load. 


Tower Cranes 


The tower crane is perhaps the most 
generally useful crane for building. It 
is the only type of crane designed speci- 
fically for building, and the only type 
capable of distributing materials over the 
whole plan area of a tall building. In 
the popular models, which are mostly of 
Continental origin, jibs are from 40 to 
100 ft. long and loads from 10 cwt. to 
3, cwt. can be handled at extreme reach. 
These are characteristically light machines 
which can be easily transported and 
quickly erected. They are electrically 
driven and are normally supplied by 
means of a trailing cable from the mains 
or from a motor generator. 

Some of the largest machines of this 
type are British, with a lifting capacity 
oi 5 tons at about 100-ft. radius. Tower 
cranes may be fitted with an elevating 
(derricking) jib (Fig. 6) or with a per- 
manently horizontal jib carrying a travers- 
ing trolley from which the hook descends 
(Fig. 7). With the former, the jib can be 
raised to clear surrounding obstructions 
such as other buildings, and it can place 
loads on the nearest side of a building 
taller than itself. The fixed horizontal 
jib type of crane must be erected with a 
mast high enough to enable the jib to

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clear all obstructions, but it has the 
advantage in ease of oneration, speed, 
simplicity, and lower power consumption. 

Rail-mounted tower cranes need a 
well constructed level track on which

to operate. The travelling operation is 
electrically driven and some models 
are designed to travel around curves. 
Normally the crane is operated by the 
driver stationed in a cabin- high up in 
the mast, where he has a good view of the 
work. Alternatively, the controls may 
be operated remotely by push-button 
switches at the end of a long lead. 

In one type (Fig. 6) the tower and jib 
slew together, and the driver's cabin 
always faces the load. Since the ballast 
is fixed at the base of the tower and

overhangs the undercarriage, the track 
must be laid far enough away from the 
building to allow clearance for slewing. 
In the other type (Fig. 7) the jib slews 
at the head of the tower. This allows 
the crane track to be placed nearer the 
building, thus increasing the crane’s effec 
tive reach. 

The height of rail-mounted tower 
cranes is limited by considerations of 
stability in high wind. Usually 100 ft. is 
ibout the maximum at which such cranes 
can travel with a load. Some cranes, in 


Government Policies and the Cost 
of Building 
A United Nations Report 


A REPORT On the Cost of House Construc 
tion, prepared by the secretariat of the 


Economic Commission for Europe of 
the United Nations at the request of the 
Housing Committee, was published in 
1953. This was a summary of measures 
designed to reduce costs being taken in 
various countries under the direct or 
indirect influence of governments. A new 
report*, just issued, also published at the 
request of the Housing Committee, has 
the same limited basic terms of reference 
but with greater emphasis on what has 
been, is being, or might be done, with 
much better all-European coverage. The 
main emphasis is on government technical 
policies. A leading theme is the trend 
towards the industrialisation of building, 
though this does not necessarily imply 
factory production of a completed house 
or a substantial part of it, nor that cost 
reduction cannot be effected within the 
framework of a largely traditional build- 
ing industry. 


The report is in three parts. In the first 
chapter of part I, the setting of the prob- 
lem is established through a brief dis- 
cussion of the trend of costs and prices. 
The second chapter reviews the factors 
affecting the technological development 
of the industry, the third the trend of 
development from experience in different 
countries, while the fourth discusses 
research and its application. The fifth 
and final chapter sets out some sugges- 
tions for government and international 
action. Part II consists of the reports 
from twenty-three countries, and part 
III of a number of appendices. 

The report provides, largely in general 
terms, a wealth of information about the 
diverse activities connected with house- 
building in the different countries of 
Europe, and its chief value is to the 
various governments, by which, no doubt, 
it will be mainly studied. So far as the 
United Kingdom contributions to the 
report are concerned, special mention is 
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which the tower is built up in sections 
and does not slew with the jib, can be 
erected to greater heights if the tower is 
stiffened by bracing it at intervals to the 
building (Fig. 8). The travelling under 
carriage is usually removed under these 
conditions and the mast is bolted to a 
concrete base. 


Climbing Cranes 


Some of the smaller types of tower 
crane with fixed short non-slewing towers, 
can be mounted in such a way that they 
are wholly supported by the building, and 
can be made to climb up as it grows 
(Fig. 9). To enable the driver to keep 
the load in view, the controls are usually 
remotely operated. The climbing crane 
starts as a fixed crane anchored in the 
foundations of the building. As the 
building grows in height round the crane, 
holes are left in the floors for the passage 
of the mast. At later stages, lifting 
frames or collars are placed round the 
mast on adjacent floors and are anchored 
and supported in such a way as to transfer 
the loads and movements from the crane 
to the building. The crane is then freed 
from its foundation and lifted by means 
ot a winch, to be fixed in the collars at 
1 higher level. This process is repeated 
as the building grows. When its work is 
completed, the crane is dismantled and 
lowered over the side of the building. 
When a climbing crane is used, the design 
of the building must be checked to ensure 
that it is strong enough to support the 
crane; often an inherently strong vertical 
exit, such as that designed for a lift shaft. 
can be found to house it. Climbing 
cranes are useful on tall buildings, and 
on congested sites where there is no room 
to mount a crane outside the building. 
When mounted inside, a crane can have 
a shorter jib to cover a given area. This 
attribute, together with the fact that only 
i short mast is needed, gives a basically 
cheap form of crane for tall buildings.

Record Fire Losses in 1959 


rHE YEAR 1959 undoubtedly saw the most 


disastrous fire losses ever. After the first 
nine months they had reached £33m., and 
by the end of the year the figure was 
around £40m. This is stated in a review 
of the year in the ‘FPA Journal’ for 
January, 1960, where these fire losses are 
discussed in relation to the new legisla- 
tion introduced to control certain aspects 
of fire protection organisation as 
embodied in the Factories Act and in the 
Building (Scotland) Act. 

It is clear, says the article, that until 
all factories are required by law to be 
sub-divided into areas in which fire can 
be confined to reasonable proportions or, 
if this is impracticable, to be protected by 
an automatic sprinkler system, no other 
isolated fire regulation will make the same 
positive contribution to limiting fire- 


spread and therefore to controlling fire 
damage. It is to be hoped that the Fac- 
tories Act will go some way towards 
remedying the general situation.

A paper by 
Partners entitled ‘A Report on Light- 
weight Fire Protection for Structural 
Steelwork ’ deals with the fire protection 
of multi-storey steel frames with particu- 
lar emphasis on the economies of vermi- 
culite gypsum plaster as opposed to con- 
crete casings. It is calculated that by 
using the plaster casing costs can be 
reduced by between 8.2 and 8.5 per cent, 
the larger part of the saving being in the 
foundations because of the lower gross 
weight of the building. It is also thought 
that potential savings in contractors’ 
overheads are possible, not only from the 
advantages of using a hollow casing on the 


beams and stanchions, but also because 
the need for cutting chases to accommo- 
date pipes and cables should very nearly 
disappear. The investigation that cul- 
minated in this report, of which The 
British Constructional Steelwork Associa- 
tion is one of the sponsors, was probably 
accelerated by the development of the 
reinforced concrete structure.

‘Glulam’ Methods in North America 


Findings of a Recent TDA Investigation 


TIMBER ENGINEERS in Europe and North 
America have led the way in the manu- 
facture of glued laminated timbers and 
over the past two decades have built up 
strong and expanding industries in this 
field. British manufacturers working on 
similar lines are therefore anxious to 
learn as much as possible about develop- 
ments For this reason the 
Timber Development Association in- 
stituted some time ago an inquiry into 
‘glulam’ practice in the principal centres 
of production abroad. 

The first field investigation was under- 
taken by Mr. E. Levin, chief architect of 
the TDA, who visited European glulam 
plants in 1956. His subsequent report, 
‘A Review of the Laminated Timber In- 
dustry in Western Europe ’—TDA Infor- 
mation Bulletin E/IB/2—created a great 
deal of interest and indicated that the 
TDA survey should be extended at the 
earliest opportunity to the United States 
and Canada. Accordingly, Mr. W. Chugg. 
who is in charge of the Association’s 
glulam research and development, went 
out to North America at the end of 1957 
to study production and report on the 
work of the newly formed US and Cana- 
dian institutes of timber construction 
and the manner in which they control the 
quality of glulam manufactures 

The visit also afforded opportunities 
for the TDA officer to discuss with 
timber trade organisations the grading of 
timber used for glulam work and to 
establish contact with the Forest Pro- 
ducts Laboratories and other bodies con 
ducting research into glulam problems. 

During his tour Mr. Chugg visited 
three laminating plants in Canada and 
five in the United States and had discus- 
with scientific the three 

research laboratories in North 
those at Ottawa, Madison and 
Vancouver. He also visited the Ameri- 
can and Canadian Institutes of Timber 
Construction and made contact with the 
following trade organisations—British 
Columbia Lumber Manufacturers’ Asso 
ciation, National Lumber Manufacturers’ 
Association, and West Coast Lumber- 
men’s Association. A full report* on 
the investigation (‘ The Structural Glued 
Laminated Timber Industry in North 
America,’ by W. A. Chugg, Information 
Bulletin E/IB/4) has now been published 
by the Association. 

Mr. Chugg’s report, which is illustrated 
liberally with drawings and photographs 
depicting details of plant and technique, 
is divided into sections. The first 
provides a general description and com 
mentary and the second describes in 
greater detail the operations of seven of 
the glulam concerns visited. 

Study of the adhesives used in US 
and Canadian plants disclosed that casein 
of a water and mould resistant type is 
generally used for interior work and 
phenol resorcinol formaldehyde for out- 
door structures. Urea formaldehyde was 
not used for structural glulam members 
in any of the factories Mr. Chugg visited.

Figures quoted by the investigator in- 
dicate the trend in glue utilisation. In 
1952 the North American glulam industry 
used adhesives in the approximate pro- 
portion of 90 per cent casein to 10 per 
cent resorcinol. In 1957, however, it 
was estimated that the proportion was 50 
per cent casein and 50 per cent resorcinol. 

In a section devoted to timber speci- 
fication, the TDA investigator reports 
that, with the exception of plants produc- 
ing glued laminated members from red 
and white oak for marine use, Douglas 
fir appears to be used for most structural 
glulam work. Structural grades of this 
species to British Columbia Lumber- 
men’s or West Coast Lumbermen’s Asso- 
ciations’ ‘Grading and Dressing Rules’ 
for joists and planks are purchased in 
bulk, usually * Construction’ grade, with 
25 per cent of ‘ Standard’ grade. Glulam 
stock, the TDA officer explains, can 
tolerate more checks, splits, knot holes, 
etc., than other end uses, despite tighter 
requirements for other characteristics. 

Glulam manufacturers in this country 
will find the chapter which Mr. Chugg 
devotes to factory administration and 
quality control of particular interest. The 
author of the report describes in some 
detail how adequate supervision is built 
up over the whole of the production 
sequence and explains the role fulfilled 
by the institutes of timber construction 
in Canada and the United States. Both 
of these organisations have been instru- 
mental in setting a very high standard for 
glulam products.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


AUSTRALIA.-A comprehensive 
programme has been drawn up by 
authorities of all States based on esti 
mated requirements for future develop 
ment. In New South Wales the Main 
Roads Department plans to spend more 
than £A320m. on the construction of at 
least 1,000 bridges and the widening and 
Strengthening of busy sections of the 
principal highways. Victorian authorities 
plan to build duplicated roads on main 
sections of busy highways such as the 
Prince’s Highway and the Western High 
way. Over ten years they plan to spend 
more than £A200m. on maintenance and 
reconstruction work. The Queensland 
Government's target for expenditure on 
roads is more than £A160m. South 
Australia’s estimated expenditure over 
the next decade is more than £A100m 
Western Australia plans to reconstruct 
major sections of its vast truck routes and 
Tasmania is to lay 
all gravel roads. 

AUSTRALIA.— Melbourne City Council 
has approved plans for Pan American 
World Airways to build a £A5m. hotel on 
a 24-acre site in the heart of the city. 
The proposed hotel will be 18 storeys 
with 445 bedrooms, convention rooms and 
ballrooms, several restaurants, lounges 
and bars, and an underground car park 
for 300 vehicles.

Malayan Architecture 

An exhibition of Malayan architecture 
was recently opened by the Deputy Prime 
Minister of Malaya, Tun Abdul Rozak, 
in Kuala Lumpur.
